The I^w s and Rules Committee of the 
Common Council is ex pected to hold a 
public hearing in May on the church's 
petition. 
The Common Council, as witnessed by 
its 7-5 v ote on Tuesday against the 
designation of the A. Carr Funeral Home 
at 1 Pearl Street ov er the objections of its 
owner, Rey nolds Carr, leans to “property 
rights." 
“ We v oted against an inv asion of 
priv acy ," 
said 
Alderman 
Donald 
E. 
Quick, D-Six th Ward, chairman of the 
Common Council’s Laws and Rules Com­ 
mittee. 
It was much the same issue when the 


I^aws and Rules Committee met with 
representativ es from the St. James Un­ 
ited Methodist Church and the la n d­ 
marks Preserv ation Commission Thurs­ 
day night. Representing the church were 
its pastor, the Rev . Harry Robinson and 
the chairman of its Board of Trustees, 
Harold Finkle. 
“The point we wanted to make,” said 
the Rev . Mr. Robinson in an interv iew 
with the Freeman today , "was that the 
owner of any property cherishes a wide 
range of possibilities to enlarge, to mod­ 
ernize, to rent, to sell or to replace with 
a newer building. We feel that being 
designated as a landmark restricts this 
range of options and constitutes a cloud 
ov er our title.” 
The minister was asked why the church 
waited more than a y ear to protest its 
designation. His answer was that when 
the church was notified of the public 
hearing by Landmarks on its proposed 
designation back in Nov ember of 19 74, it 


assumed that “in the absence of our 
concurrence it would not take place." 
The church became aware of its desig­ 
nation said its pastor, early this y ear, 
hired a lawy er, Richard Riseley , and went 
to work on getting it rev ersed. 
“ It is not an historical structure,” wrote 
Riseley to the Common Council earlier 
this month, "or an architectural master­ 
piece. And no significant historical ev ent 
ev er took place therein." 


1 he church, constructed on its present 
site in 18 93, was not designated for its 
historical merit, ex plained Quick “ It was 
designated for its architectural v alue," 
Quick said. "They don’t build buildings 
like that any more.” 
One of the reasons modem churches are 
not built in the Gothic sty le of soaring 
ceilings and broad ex panses of stained 
glass tike St. Jam es Methodist Church is 
the cost of upkeep. And the fact that 
membership in many churches is declin­ 


ing “ We hav e a congregation of 536," 
said the Rev . Mr. Robinson. “We lose 
about 10 or 15 a y ear." He said the church 
was larger than the present congregation 
needed, but said there has nev er been an 
official meeting on selling the property 
and mov ing. 


Quick said Thursday night’s meeting 
was “useful in that we got things out on 
the table " He said Landmarks was will­ 
ing to offer compromises but that the 
church insisted on hav ing its designation 
dropped. 


“If we try to keep the designation it 
could wind up in court," Quick said. “ It 
could become a test case for our historic 
designation law.” 


"W e’re going the whole route," Quick 
said in reference to the May public 
hearing to drop the designation. He ex ­ 
pects controv ersy . “It’s going to be a 
heav y one," he said.

Students hav e been seeking the activ e 
support of President Stanley K. Coffman 
Jr. in their cause, but he has refused to 


become inv olv ed in the students’ protest. 
Local issues include an open griev ance 
session of the college’s board of trustees, 
and the inclusion of students and campus 
workers on a new policy board. 
They are also asking for "no term i­ 
nation of presently employ ed faculty , co- 
professionals, clerical, maintainence and 
other personnel; repeal of the Tay lor Law; 
no cutting of other programs benefitting 
the working class; open admissions to 
SUNY and CUNY; amnesty for all partic­ 
ipants in demonstrations.” 


surplus, Sav ago said he is ex tremely 
pleased that the Democratic proposals 
were set aside. 
"If we underestimated the surplus, it is 
only because we hav e alway s tried to be 
conserv ativ e in such estimates,"Sav ago 
said.

Regarding the $223,000 shortage due to 
Kingston’s ov er-assessment of properties, 
Sav ago said it was due to the city ’s loss 
of certiorary court proceedings in which 
Kingston Plaza and Hudson Cement 
sought and were successful in hav ing their 
assessments reduced. That meant that 
the county had to pay back $223,000 of 
tax money it had already receiv ed based 
on the city ’s assessment of the properties. 
Sav ago indicated that some of the 
proposals made by Klein in his suggested 
economy package had merit and would be 
included in his list of recommendations to 
the Finance Committee. 
The county is now operating under a 
$57 million budget, the largest in its 
history , with most of the blame for in­ 
creased ex penditures laid at the door of 
welfare where the caseload increased dai­ 
ly and state and federal mandates cost 
the tax pay ers additional dollars ev ery 
day . 
Klein said that despite Democratic 
pleas for rejection of non-req uired salary 
increases to department heads and ap­ 
pointed officials, they were recently im­ 
plemented. 
He called for an immediate rev iew by 
the Finance Committee, establishment of 
priorities in capital construction projects 
and a reduction in the number of county 
employ es through attrition and the im­ 
plementation of zero-based budgeting.

Fantini sounded one of the few op­ 
timistic notes in an otherwise low-key 
meeting, say ing, "The Campus School is 
here to stay . We will ex pand its programs. 
We are becoming increasingly a regional 
alternativ e.” 
Fantini defended the campus school’s 


place in the educational sy stem, say ing, 
it was not a duplication of public schools 
and imposed no burdens on them. He said 
campus schools are necessary on purely 
educational grounds and compared their 
function to that of a teaching hospital for 
the medical profession. 
If we are to prepare the best teachers 
we need a school where we hav e some 
responsibilities, so we are not imposing on 
the public schools,” he said. 
Hinchey said he felt the best place for 
the public to ex ert pressure to sav e the 
campus schools 
is 
with 
the SUNY 
trustees, and in response to another q ues­ 
tion said there was "v ery little” senti­ 
ment among legislators to change from 
property tax es to the income tax as the 
source of educational funds. 
Asked how the SUNY trustees and non­ 
elected officials could be made more 
responsiv e to the wishes of the people, 
Hinchey said, “I don’t know how y ou can 
do that. The legislature made it q uite 
clear that they wanted the campus 
schools retained, but people tend to 
forget.”

Nichols said Campus School 
pupils had been disturbed by the furor 
ov er possible closing of the school, but 
that she had not y et heard any thing from 
parents about taking children out of the 
Campus School nex t y ear. “They are 
taking a wait-and-see attitude,” she said.

WASHINGTON — Consumer prices increased 0.1 per cent in February , the smallest 
monthly hike in more than four y ears, the Labor Department said today . 
The miniscule increase reflected a sharp drop in grocery prices, the departm ent said. 
The 0.1 per cent increase was the smallest since Sept, 1971, and showed the 
continuing slowdown in the rate of inflation. The Consumer Price Index rose 0.4 per 
cent in January and av eraged 0.6 per cent av erage for the last three months of 1975.

The Justice Department said the report, if borne out, would mark the first direct 
connection between the Cuban spy network and terrorist groups operating on 
American soil. 
The Tribune, which earlier reported ex clusiv ely on the alleged plot to kill Ford and 
Reagan at the GOP National Conv ention in August, said in today ’s editions that a 
terrorist arrested by authorities has told inv estigators of the Cuban’s adv isory role 
in terrorist activ ities and in the assassination plot.

Bailey said the verdict of guil­ 
ty or innocent “will either be 
the most horrible saying that 
Patricia Hearst has ever heard 
in one word, or the symphony 
the SLA says we couldn’t de­ 
liver in two.” 
If found guilty, she faces up 
to 35 years in prison. Or it is 
possible that she could receive 
no jail term at all and be 


placed on probation. No mat­ 
ter what the verdict, she still 
faces other charges in Los An­ 
geles and 
may stand trial 
again. 
Leaving a microphone and 
lectern behind, Bailey stood 
next to the jury box and spoke 
directly to the panel members 
in his final appeal, sometimes 
speaking in such a low voice as 
to 
be 
almost 
inaudible 
to 
courtroom spectators. 
"It is a case of dying or 
surviving — that is all Patricia 


C a m p bell H ea rst thought 
about,” Bailey argued. “ And 
the question is, what is the 
right to live? How far can you 
go to survive?"

newspaper 
heiress, 
“ rudely 
snatcheid 
from 
her 
home, 
clouted on the side of the face 
with a gun butt and taken as 
a 
political 
prisoner,” 
suc­ 
cumbed to the brutalization 
and terror of her kidnapers and 
joined them in the bank only 
to postpone death, and yet 


“ never quite bought their pro­ 
gram.” 


Hailey said the only person 
still alive and willing to talk 
about the robbery was Miss 
Hearst herself, and he said the 
jury must weigh her testimony 
carefully as bolstered by the 
defense’s 
expert 
psychiatric 
witnesses that she indeed was 
coerced into acting as a mem­ 
ber of the Symbionese Liber­ 
ation Army. 


Wh en the Swallows... 


SAN JU A N CA PISTRA N O , 
C a lif. (UPI) — Romantics, 
take heart. Ignore the unfeel­ 
ing cynics. This is your day, 
the day for those who feel that 
charming legends, like secret 
dreams, are true. 
Today is the day the famous 
swallows, storied in legend and 
s o n g ,

Capistrano. 
They almost always do, reg­ 
ularly as clockwork, on March 
19, St. Joseph’s day. 
The legend says the swallows 
come winging home to their 
mud nest* in the eaves of the 
mission church — built in 
1776, the oldest existing build­ 
ing in California — because 
the Spanish padres gave them 
a home there. The arrival ends 
a month long, 6,0(X)-mile jour­ 
ney from Argentina, where the 
flock spends the winter. 
A spokesman for the mission 
said the “scout birds,” sighted 
regularly each March 18, ap­ 
peared as usual Thursday. 
Ignore the skeptics who say 
the “scouts" are birds that 
have been there for weeks, or 
perhaps never 
left. “Those 


b ird s are alw ays th e r e ,” 
grumbled 
an 
unsentimental 
s h e riff’s d eputy, less in ­ 
terested in the birds than the 
crush of tourists they bring. 
Tbe legend says the swallows 
once made their home in the 
eaves of an inn, but the an­ 
noyed in n keep er smashed 
their nests. A passing Francis­ 
can priest took pity, true to the 
traditions of the order’s found­ 
er, animal-loving St. Francis 
of Assisi. He urged the birds to 
"come to tbe mission and we 
will give you shelter.” 


Ignore the skeptics who say 
the swallows apparently lived 
in the nearby cliffs for cen­ 
turies before the white man 
came and would return to their 
a n c e s tra l n estin g ground 
whether there was a mission 
church there or not. 
T h e retur n brings out 
thousands of swallow watchers 
— the town fathers predict up 
to 75,000 this year — drawn by 
the romance of the popular 
ballad of the 1930s, “When the 
Swa llows Come B a ck to 
Capistrano.”

Mo re Gun La w Co ntro versy 


Dear Editor: 
In defense, the voting record of Rep . 
Hamilton Fish, Jr., in regard to H.R.- 
1119 3: The so-called gun control act of 
’7 6 . 


The author of this Bill, Mr. Cony ers, 
has dedicated himself and said, p ublica- 
lly , many times that he is after “a total 
ban on all p rivate ownership of ail hand­ 
guns as the ultimate goal’’. This Bill is 
merely the first in a series of legislation 
that will remove all firearms from all 
citizens. 


Another p oint to bring up is, the 6 " 
length of a p istol. This law would ban a 
p istol with a 14” barrel and shoot re­ 
ceiver. Sp ecial p rovisions would have to 
be made so that p olicemen could carry 
their suddenly illegal service revolvers. 
Further check ing has turned up the fact 
that over 120,000 of the less than 16 0,000 
gun dealers would be outlawed. Central 
registry sy stems of all p eop le, guns and 
manufacturing would be required. 
The New York Times, on February 27, 
19 76 , p ublished a sp ecial rep ort of the 
City Police Dep artment that conclusively 
p roves that the city with the toughest gun 
laws in force, cannot curb crime with gun 
laws. A few conclusions of the Rand 
survey are: Murder went from 8 9 .3 p er 


cent to 6 4.9 p er cent last y ear. Lowest 
since 19 6 3. Drug culture oriented and 
rep eated offenders are resp onsible for 
more than 8 0 p er cent of rep orted crimes. 
Murders declined to 46 p er cent last y ear, 
down from 56 p er cent in 19 6 5 Included 
in a cop y of that rep ort. One thing to 
remember: Baltimore recently had a 
bounty on firearms and their murder rate 
doubled shortly after. Only law abiding 
citizens will register firearms. 
Social ills are what must be attack ed by 
legislation and p ublic enthusiasm. Crimi­ 
nals should be k ep t off the streets and 
p ushers need to be brought under control. 
Instead of p utting every one on welfare 
more time and effort should be sp ent on 
up grading our school sy stems, so that we 
help p roduce resp onsible adults. Parents 
should find more time to be with children 
to again reaffirm the belief that "an 
ounce of p revention is worth a p ound of 
cure.” 
Additional gun laws border on infring­ 
ing our constitution. Let’s reassess our 
goals and try to imp rove ourselves and 
show that we can k eep this country 
around for another hundred y ears of 
freedom.

Ga s Up o r Run Dry 


PECOS, TEX. (KFS)—'There may be no law west of the river from 
which this little town derives its name, but the major op erative fact 
is that there is no water west of the Pecos, or east of it or in it. Lik e 
the mauve mountains of rock and cactus y ou have to drive through 
to get here, the Pecos Valley is flat, dry brush-and-tumbleweed 
country . Average annual rainfall: 10 to 13 inches. 
Yet 25 y ears ago men came here and, amid the heat, the forsak en 
ecology and the Mex icans, p ut 100,000 acres into cultivation: cotton, 
barley , alfalfa, onions and cantaloup es. They were able to do it because 
there is a wet ocean of water 400 feet under the aridity . To irrigate 
the land y ou need only p ump the water up to the surface, which the 
farmers did using natural gas as a fuel. 
Ov erpumped Price 
Until the end of last y ear they p aid between 34-and 40 cents p er 
thousand cubic feet of gas to get the water p ump ed up above ground. 
Then their contract with the Delhi Gas Pip eline Corp . ran out. The 
comp any told them from now on the p rice would be $1.8 5 p er thousand 
cubic feet, a 450 p er cent increase. If the Arabs did the same thing 
it would be called black mail. 
"If they deregulate gas, this sort of 
thing is gonna be every body ’s p roblem,” 
say s Jimmy McNeil, one of the farmers 
affected. He's right, for what’s hap p ening 
here can serve as a case study of the 
effects of abrup t deregulation. (The ac­ 
tion by Delhi, however, results from the 
ex p iration of an old contract to sell gas at 
a fix ed p rice. Natural gas for agricultural 
uses isn’t regulated in Tex as, but the 
economic effects of Delhi’s action are the 
same as sudden deregulation.) 


McNeil and four other local farmers 
had gathered to talk about the situation 
in the offices of their coop eratively owned 
cotton-oil mill. For the men in the room, 
the p rice rise translated into an increase 
of $56 more an acre to grow cotton or 
bank rup tcy for many of them, and an end 
of the mill, as its manager Bob Bick ley 
p ointed out. "There needs to be some 
ty p e of law to p rotect the farmer,” con­ 
cluded McNeil, a man who twice voted 
for President Nix on but has decided that 
Rep ublican forms of free enterp rise are in 
danger of p utting him to work on an 
urban assembly line. 
A law’s about the only thing that will 
help McNeil. The farmers are meditating 
a suit against the gas comp any , but 
they ’re not sanguine about their chances. 
Any way , many of them will be foreclosed 
on and gone by the time the courts rule 
in their favor if they ever do. Conversion 
of the p ump s to anothei p ower source 
would run them eight or nine thousand 
dollars a well, a very large sum since the 
farms p robably average five wells. Even 
so, other fuel sources would be almost as 
costly and, besides, the bank isn’t going 
to lend them the money . “I don’t see 
any thing short of a miracle that can save 
the farmers,” say s Archie Scott, the 
chairman of the board of Pecos’ Security 
State Bank , and he ought to k now. 


Admirably Ambivalent 
The farmers are rather admirably am ­ 
bivalent about the gas comp any . They 
k now that under other long-term con­ 
tracts, such as they had enjoy ed until this 


y ear, Delhi is buy ing some gas at a mere 
16 -cents p er thousand cubic feet, but they 
also say that the comp any is having to 
p ay as much as $2 for some new gas. 
They ’re reluctant to say that DFlhi should 
be subject to p rice control. What they 
would really lik e is higher p rices for their 
p roducts so they could p ay Delhi the new 
rate. 
Unfortunately for the farmers, th at’s 
not p ossible because the p rices they can 
get for their p roducts arc under a form of 
de facto government control. By use of 
ex p ort embargoes and relax ation of im ­ 
p ort on foreign agriculture, the govern­ 
ment has k ep t the p rices of many com­ 
modities 
down, 
thereby 
p utting the 
farmers in an imp ossible economic bind. 
Such are the p erils of p artial p rice decon­ 
trol. Some p eop le p rofit and a lot of other 
p eop le get wip ed out. 
And unless we start to have a care.it 
may be American agriculture that gets 
eliminated, or at least that segment of it 
rep resented by family op erations such as 
the men in the Pecos Valley . Since the 
end of the New Deal-ty p e agricultural 
p rograms, they have been caught in a 
destructive boom-bust mark et wherein 
the government aggravates the situation 
by giving them no p rice floor but a de 
facto p rice ceiling. 
"We p robably made more in Nix on’s 
first term ,” ex p lains Jim my McNeil, 
"but we p robably lost more than we ever 
have in our lives in his second term. 
Under the Democrats we p robably didn’t 
mak e as much but it was stable. Now 
there’s no way to k now if y ou’re going to 
sell cotton at 40-cents or $1.” 
In the p ast farmers have been k nown to 
call for help against imaginary wolves. 
They ’ve also been able to withstand cost 
increases they couldn’t p ass along by 
unheard of increases in p roductivity , in­ 
creases not dup licated by any other 
American industry , but there comes a 
limit to that. David Hess, who farms 
about 8 00 acres here, p ut it well when he 
said, "Yes, some of us do have Cadillacs; 
they ’re old models."

WASHINGTON — The p resident of Nicaragua p ersonally tried to 
squeeze a bribe from IBM in ex change for business favors in the 
Central American land.

The story was recounted by the late Arthur K. VV atson, son of IBM s 
founder. Watson headed IBM World I rade ( orp oration at the time 
of the bribe demand. 
. 
Watson, later ambassador to Paris, was visiting the Nicaraguan 
cap ital of Managua on business. As he recalled it in talk s with friends 
in Paris in 19 7 3, he was invited in to sp eak with “Somoza, who was 
running the country .” 
. 
The current p resident of Nicaragua is Anastasio Somoza. But one 
of those in whom Watson confided in 19 7 3 said it was conceivable 
Watson m eant Anastasio’s brother, Luis, or, less lik ely , his father, 
Anastasio Sr., who was assassinated in 19 56 . All served as Nicaraguan 
Hg8(ÌS of* 8 tflt€ 
In any case, Watson said he was outraged when the Nicaraguan head 
of state p ut out his hand and “blatantly demanded a p ay off for 
allowing IBM to ex p and its facilities in Managua. 
Watson emp hatically refused, say ing 
In p rep aring a "comp rehensivejiational 
his firm did not do business that way . A 
recent audit by IBM seems to bear out 
Watson. Ex cep t for some legal contribu­ 
tions to Canadian p oliticians, no p ay offs 
were found. 
In Washington, meanwhile, the Inter- 
American Develop ment Bank (IDA) is 
considering a $24.4 million loan request 
from Nicaragua for the construction of a 
sup erhighway around Managua. 
Such loans are sup p osed to benefit the 
p oor, but this one would enrich President 
Anastasio Somoza by additional millions. 
For the “Managua Beltway ,” as it has 
been dubbed, would p ass through acre 
after acre of p rop erty owned by Somoza. 
his family and his flunk ies. 
It would be 8 0 p er cent financed with 
a long-term, low-interest loan from the 
IDA. This means the American tax p ay er, 
in 
short, 
would 
be 
sup p ly ing 
the 
Nicaraguan government with about $16 
million at two p er cent interest, p ay able 
within 40 y ears. 
The “M anagua Beltway ,” of course, 
would increase the value of Somoza’s 
p ersonal p rop erty by millions of dollars. 
It would be p aved, furthermore, with 
concrete block s manufactured by the N a­ 
tional Cement Comp any , which Somoza 
also owns. 
Indeed, the benefits that would re­ 
bound to the dictator have so astounded 
IDA officials that the loan is being held 
up until Nicaragua enacts a tax law that 
would p revent "unjust enrichment” to 
any one. 
Footnote: N icaraguan am bassador 
Guillermo Sevilla-Sacasa, ack nowledged 
that the 
p rop osed 
road would 
p ass 
through Somoza p rop erty but argued that 
it would cross land owned by other p eop le 
as well. As to the IBM bribery demand, 
the ambassador said none of the Somozas 
would ever have "used such methods. I 
assure y ou it is a very honest family .” 
Sevilla-Sacasa is the brother-in-law of 
President Anastasio Somoza. 
SOLAR ECLIPSE: It’s hard to ignore 
the sun, but the Energy Research and 
Develop ment Agency (ERDA) has done 
it. 


p lan" for energy develop ment, ERDA has 
ignored solar energy . This oversight, 
charges a confidential Senate memo, is 
"p olitically motivated.'' 
Incredibly , ERDA's low op inion of solar 
energy is based on studies conducted by 
General 
Electric, 
Westinghouse 
and 
TRW which have a huge financial stak e 
in develop ing nuclear energy . 


The Senate memo, p rep ared for Sen. 
Thomas McInty re, D-N.J. charges that 
ERDA has a blind bias in favor of nuclear 
p ower. Its energy p lan calls for the U.S. 
to increase consump tion of nuclear p ower 
more than five times by 19 8 5. 


ERDA ap p ears oblivious to evidence 
that nuclear p ower may be too dangerous 
to dep end on in the future. There is 
growing p ressure on the government to 
stop the sp read of nuclear energy Yet "no 
contingency p lan has been done." alleges 
the memo "concerning the effects of a 
moratorium and gradual p hase-out of 
nuclear energy .” 
The p rosp ects for solar energy have 
been 
undercut, 
meanwhile, 
by 
the 
government’s reluctance to fund the re­ 
search. The government has fostered the 
imp ression, therefore, that there will be 
minor federal sup p ort for solar heating 
and cooling, p rotests the McInty re memo. 
"Thus they conclude that there will be 
only marginal use of solar heating and 
cooling equip ment by the y ear 2000. 
Now ERDA is mak ing it a self-fulfilling 
p rop hecy . 
OIL BUBBLE: The Senate has moved 
to the brink on a bill to break up the oil 
industry , but the House so far has been 
satisfied mainly with talk . Now, p owerful 
House Judiciary chairman Peter Rodino, 
D-N.J., has quietly ask ed his staff to be 
ready if the Senate acts. 
He has ordered a study of the effects of 
sp litting Big Oil firms into sep arate com­ 
p anies for their various p arts: drilling, 
p ip elines, refineries and filling stations. 
He also wants to k now whether divorcing 
natural gas, coal and other enterp rises 
from Big Oil would increase comp etition 
and bring down p rices.

PRIN CETO N , N.J.--Dem o cratic co ntender Jimmy Carter 
has registered dramatic gains and is no w in a v irtual tie with 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey as the to p cho ice o f Demo cratic 
v o ters fo r the 19 76 no minatio n. 
The same surv ey , which represents the first natio nal o ne 
held in Ho rida o n March 9 , also sho ws Carter to be the first 
o f the Demo cratic ho pefuls to defeat President Fo rd in test 
electio n co ntests. 
f arter leads lo rd 4 < to 42 per cent amo ng registered v o ters 
natio nwide, while Humphrey trails the President by the 
margin o f 43 to 38 per cent. Jackso n trails Fo rd by a still 
wider margin. 39 to 49 per cent. 
Ail perso ns in the surv ey who classify themselv es as 
Demo crats and independents were first asked this questio n: 
Here is a list o f peo ple who hav e been mentio ned as 
po ssible presidential candidates fo r the Demo cratic party in 
19 76. Which o ne wo uld y o u like to see no minated as the 
Demo cratic candidate in 19 76? And who wo uld be y o ur 
seco nd cho ice9 ” 
Carter and Humphrey emerge in a v irtual tie amo ng 
Demo crats surv ey ed, with Humphrey winning 27 per cent 
and Carter 26 per cent. Nex t are Jackso n and Go v . Geo rge 
Wallace, each the cho ice o f 15 per cent o f Demo crats 
natio nwide. Rep. Mo rris Udall o f Arizo na fo llo ws, with 5 per 
cent. 
The current standings represent a dramatic gain in 
suppo rt fo r Carter, who wo n o nly 5 per cent o f the v o te o f 
Demo crats in a late January , pre-New Hampshire surv ey , 
receiv ed 16 per cent in a po st-New Hampshire surv ey , as 
co mpared to 26 per cent in the current surv ey . 
Sen. Jackso n's suppo rt has also increased sharply since 
the late January surv ey , when he was the cho ice o f o nly 6 
per cent o f Demo crats. 
When Sen. Humphrey — who is no t o fficially a candidate 
— is remo v ed fro m the list, Carter beco mes the chief 
beneficiary o f Humphrey suppo rters (as determined o n the 
basis o f the seco nd cho ices). Carter then do min- ates the 
field, winning the v o te o f 36 per cent o f Demo crats to 21 per 
cent fo r Wallace and 19 per cent fo r Jackso n. 
Ev idence that Carter has stro ng appeal o utside the ranks 
o f his o wn party is seen fro m the no minatio n cho ices o f 
perso ns who classify themselv es as independents. Carter 
wins the suppo rt o f 28 per cent o f independents, co mpared 
to 22 per cent fo r Wallace and 15 per cent each fo r 
Humphrey and Jackso n. 
Carter’s supra-party appeal is also ev ident in the test 
electio n results, which are based o n the cho ices o f all v o ters 
— Republicans as well as Independents and Demo crats. 
Carter also generates great suppo rt amo ng y o unger v o ters 
in the electo rate, po ssibly because o f a y o uthful, no n- 
po litical image. Carter wins o v er Fo rd amo ng the 18 -29 age 
gro up by the margin o f mo re than 2-to -l, while Humphrey 
and Jackso n split their v o te with Fo rd amo ng this segment 
o f v o ters. 
Fo llo wing is the wo rding fo r the test electio ns: 
“Suppo se the presidential electio n were being held to day . 
If President Gerald Fo rd were the Republican candidate and 
Jimmy Carter were the Demo cratic candidate, which wo uld 
y o u like to see win? As o f to day , do y o u lean mo re to 
Fo rd, 
the Republican, o r 
to Carter, the Demo crat?”

questio ns were asked fo r Humphrey and Jackso n.)

“ Sim ple a rith m e tic ,” he 
said in his State o f the Unio n 
message, “warns us that the 
So cial Security trust fund is 
headed fo r tro uble.

o ut, there will be no security 
fo r o ld o r y o ung."

Wh ile ex act figu res were u n av ailable, th e stu dy p ictu red th e 
n atio n ’s sch o o ls as p lagu ed by in creasin g assau lts o n teach ers 
an d stu den ts, gan g warfare, ro bbery , in timidatio n an d fear — 
with v an dalism addin g a co stly to ll. 
"It is fair to co n clu de th at sch o o l v io len ce an d distru p tio n 
is a serio u s an d co stly n atio n al p ro blem," said th e rep o rt by 
Research fo r Better Sch o o ls In c., o f Ph iladelp h ia. 
“A p ro blem o f th is magn itu de warran ts a n atio n al effo rt." 
Th e rep o rt was fin an ced by a $117,000 gran t fro m th e Law 
En fo rcemen t Assistan ce Admin istratio n . It was based in p art 
o n co n gressio n al testimo n y , scattered sch o o l statistics an d 
v iews o f h u n dreds o f sch o o l o fficials. 
Milto n Lu ger, assistan t admin istrato r o f LEAA's ju v en ile 
delin q u en cy p rev en tio n o ffice, said th e stu dy is o n e o f sev eral 
th at will be u sed in p rep arin g p ro grams to co mbat ju v en ile 
crime. 


I h e Sen ate ju v en ile delin q u en cy su bco mmittee rep o rted an 
86 .3 p er cen t in crease in assau lts o n stu den ts an d a 77,4 p er 
cen t in crease in assau lts o n teach ers between 19 70 an d 19 73 .

DEAR DR LAMB - I hav e 
been on a y o-y o diet all my life 
and ov er the past y ear I hav e 
gained 15 to 20 pou nds abov e 
my u su al weight I nev er hav e 
been normal for my height I 
am 5-feet-4 and now weigh 150 
to 155 pou nds 
After hav ing this ex tra 
weight for a y ear and being 44 
y ears old, is there any way 1 
can diet and not hav e wrinkles 
and v ery saggy skin arou nd 
the face and neck” Is there a 
special ty pe of diet or some 
ex ercises I cou ld do while 
dieting that cou ld prev ent the 
wrinkles at this age or is it too 
late” 
DEAR READER - One of 
the hazards of obesity is 
stretching the skin. The skin is 
basically a highly specialized 
elastic sac. If y ou fill it fu ll, 
it’s going to stretch and if y ou 
stretch it too often it's going 
to begin to respond like an 
ov er stretched balloon When 
y ou empty it, it’s going to 
wrinkle. Fortu nately the skin 
does hav e some ability to 
repair itself As a person gets 
older the elastic tissu es in the 
ski n becom e 
s t r e t c he d 
any way ev en if one doesn't 
gain weight The older a per­ 
son gets the more wrinkling 
he or she has when ex cess fat 
is lost 
I wou ld prefer that people 
didn't get fat in the first place 
to create this problem Bu t 
what's done has been done 
There is no special diet at 
all that will help prev ent 
wrinkling The only thing I 
can su ggest is that y ou av oid 
those crash diets that lead to 
loss of mu scle as well as fat. A 
lot of keeping a nice, con­ 
t ou r e d 
f a c e 
is 
t he 
maintenance of the facial 
mu scles The crash diets that 
are so highly adv ertised not 
only eliminate fat from the 
body bu t also a considerable 
amou nt of mu scle 
When the mu scles in the 


face degenerate, the wrinkl­ 
ing is far worse So the only 
thing I can su ggest if y ou want 
to av oid facial wrinkles and 
looking old, is to stay away 
from those crash diets The 
proper diet is the slow, steady 
ty pe which enables y ou to lose 
a small amou nt of weight 
ev ery week and this way the 
skin can gradu ally shrink back 
to normal as best it can. 
You can also do facial ex er­ 
cises to help maintain the size 
of the mu scles in the face. 
You can do this by facial 
grimaces, contracting the jaw 
m u scles and the m u scles 
arou nd the ey e, cheekbones 
and other areas Go to the 
m irror and see what y ou are 
doing and pu t y ou r fingers on 
y ou r face and identify which 
mu scles are tightening when 
y ou do certain mov ements of 
the face By tightening and 
relax ing, tightening and relax ­ 
ing, ov er and ov er, y ou can ex ­ 
ercise the facial mu scles 
enou gh to help maintain mu s­ 
cle mass. 
See if y ou can learn to 
tighten the mu scles in the 
neck as well. You do this 
sometimes by grimacing, u s­ 
ing the mou th and jaw area 
There is a lay er of thin mu scle 
attached to the skin arou nd 
the neck and face area which 
is dev eloped better in some 
people than others. If this 
mu scle is kept tight and main­ 
tains its tone it will help to

K IN G STO N - Leo Schupp. 
president of the Kingston local 
of the American Postal Work­ 
ers 
Union 
(AFL-CIO) 
has 
charged that “ big business in­ 
terests are out to skim off the 
most lucrative parts of the 
Postal Service for their own 
profit at the expense of postal 
employes and the public." 
Schupp, president of the lo­ 
cal that represent* “ inside" 
postal workers, accused 
“ profit-hungry corporations ol 
misleading our citizens with 
the myth that this essential 
government service was re­ 
organized in 1970 to earn a 
profit." 
“ At best," he said, “ postal 
reform proposed only a break­ 
even goal at some distant date 
in the future — a dream long 
since shattered by runaway 
inflation and dwindling mail 
volume." 
“ But by perpetuating this 
false profit concept." Schupp 
added, “ right wing elements 
are hastening ever more reduc­ 
tions in service with inhuman 
inpacts on postal employees 
through wholesale transfers of 
personnel, closing of offices 
and work norm speed-ups.” 
"The public is being had,” 
he said, “ and we are being 
made the goat. It's a real 
Catch-22 situation." 
A* "evidence,” Schupp cited 
a resolution adopted unani­ 
mously recently by the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council. It op­ 
poses all efforts to permit 
private carriers to compete for 
the most lucrative parts of the 
postal business through repeal 
of the Private Express Stat­ 
utes while attacking business 
elements trying “ to carve out 
large chunks” of the Postal 
Service jurisdiction. 
“ In an effort to get the real 
truth before the American peo­ 
ple," Schupp continued, “ the 
Public Employees Department 
of the AFL-CIO has also just 
spotlighted Administration ef­ 
forts to let the Postal Service 
dangle in the wind by denying 
it a reasonable cost-of-living 
public subsidy increase. 
“ By reasonable, we mean 10 
per cent of the U SPS operating 
budget which is the sum pro­ 
vided by the McGee bill pend­ 
ing in the Senate — a measure 
also supported by the national 
labor leaders of the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council." 
The 
local 
union 
leader 
quoted 
a 
report 
from 
the 
union's National Legislative 
Director Pat Nilan that the 
original postal public subsidy, 
though too low in the first 
place, hasn’t been increased 
since postal reform six years 
ago — “ the only thing in the 
U SPS that hasn’t gone up!” 
Schupp said. 
At the same time he asserted 
that “ the increasing attacks on 
the Postal Service by the me­ 
dia and other interests with an 
axe to grind ignore the costly 
managerial 
mistakes of all 
those private-enterprisers 
brought in to run the service 
on ‘a business-like basis' since 
reform.” 
“ Editorial writers and car­ 
toonists," Schupp stated “ who 
kick workers in the face for the 
mistakes 
of managers 
and 
policy-makers have a lot to 
learn about the meaning of 
morale among the rank and 
file of their public servants.”

A LB A N Y — The New' York State Department of Taxation and 
Finance is working hard to find new ways of boosting cigarette 
company sales by cracking down on cigarette bootleggers. 
The obvious profits are highlighted by the fact that a pack 
of cigarettes in North Carolina has but three cents tax, while 
it can amount to as much as 26 cents per pack in New York 
City. 
A new approach concentrates state tax enforcement per­ 
sonnel on retail store outlets, judged to he the ultimate 
distribution points for untaxed cigarettes. 
Boasted Tax Commissioner James H, Tully Jr., “ Three 
months of this concentrated effort was a significant factor in 
producing an unprecedented 17 per cent increase in legitimate 
cigarette sales last December, over the same month the 
previous year." He gave credit for increased legitimate sales of 
cigarettes partly to the new undercover teams. 
Tully’s position: “ The disparity (in price) creates the ir­ 


resistible incentive of rich profits for stealing and smuggling 
cigarettes into New York State, particularly by organized 
criminal elements. At the same time, it puts small, honest 
storekeepers out of business and costs people their jobs,” 


Some people might say. “ Why not cut down on taxes in New 
York State?” Tully commented, “ We’re going to take a hard 
look at the cigarette tax structure as well as at the cigarette 
bootlegging problem, which heavily involves organized criminal 
activity and has a devastating impact on the legitimate 
cigarette industry.” Some estimates put the tax figure loot to 
the state at $85 million annually. 


Meanwhile, new men and women undercover agent* may be 
lurking almost anywhere the "hot" cigarettes are sold. A 
woman agent, posing as a housewife, made an arrest recently 
at a New York City laundromat where untaxed cigarettes were 
being sold.

McGu ire

p leased with his team 's low-scoring win 
ov er stu bborn Western Michigan. 
“ If Indiana isn’t asleep now, they will 
nev er sleep after watching ou r game,” 
McGu ire said. 
The winner of -Satu rday ’s nationally 
telev ised game will adv ance to the NCAA 
semifinals in Philadelp hia. 
Bu t 
neither 
M arq u ette's 
win 
nor 
,-Indiana's 7 4-69 v ictory ov er sev enth- 


ranked Alabama earlier in the night was 
decided u ntil the final few seconds, and 
in both games the losers narrowed the 
margin to one p oint with less than three 
minu tes left. 
Indiana, now 29 -0, ju mp ed to a 9 -0 lead 
and stay ed as many as 12 p oints ahead 
most of the game, rely ing on 25 p oints 
from All America Scott May . 
"If May doesn’t hit the basket and p u t 
u s ahead, we re in a v ery difficu lt situ ­ 
ation,” 
said 
Indiana 
Coach 
Bobby 
Knight. 
Bu t Knight had to bench 6-foot-11 
center Kent Benson when he committed 
his fou rth p ersonal fou l with 13:23 left 
and the Indiana lead went from 10 to six 
du ring the six minu tes the All America 
center was ou t. 
"When Benson got in fou l trou ble and 
we took him ou t, if we had not been able 
to maintain the sp read, we wou ld hav e 
been in real trou ble," Knight said. 
Indiana came the ctosest to losing with 
3:58 left when Alabama’s Keith McCord 


connected on a 12-foot fadeaway shot, 
p u tting Alabama ahead for the first time, 
69 -68 , 
Bu t two minu tes later, May p u t Indi­ 
ana back in the lead 7 0-69 on a key 15- 
foot bu cket,and then Tom Abemethy 
took the Hoosiers ou t of reach by hitting 
both ends of a 1-and-l free throw a t­ 
tem p t. Bob Wilkerson made two more 
free throws with six seconds left to p ro­ 
v ide the final margin. 
"We were fortu nate to establish an 
early lead and maintain it most of the 
game,” Knight said. 
McGu ire, 
whose Warriors imp rov ed 
their record to 27 -1, comp lained abou t his 
team 's p erformance desp ite the ou tcome. 
"W estern Michigan made u s look bad,” 
he said. "We were try ing to be v ery 
p atient bu t they had u s in the p anic 
stage." 
M arq u ette was led by gu ards Bu tch Lee 
and Lloy d Walton, who at 6-1 were the 
two shortest starters. Lee led Marq u ette 
with 16 p oints and Walton added 12 and 


they combined for three steals. 
"I thou ght we were tiring. I think the 
change in weather has something to do 
with it," McGu ire said, referring to 
Lou isiana’s mu ggy climate. 
Bu t if M arq u ette was getting tired, 
Western Michigan's Jeff Ty son snap p ed 
them back into action when he rolled in 
a lay u p with 7 :15 left, giv ing the Broncos 
a 51-50 lead and a chance for the u p set. 
Then, in q u ick su ccession, M arq u ette 
scored on baskets by Lee, Bo Ellis, 
Jerome Whitehead and Earl Tatu m , re­ 
taking the lead 58 -53.

rallied to within a p oint on a basket by 
Tom Cu tter, who led the Broncos with 21. 
Bu t Ellis stormed in for a lay u p and Gary 
Rosenberger added two free throws with 
nine seconds left for the v ictory . 
"It was a hairy situ ation," McGu ire 
said. “I thou ght their big men ou tp lay ed 
ou r big men.

In a nu tshell, that’s what hap p ened to 
the Fighting Irish in the NCAA Midwest 
Regional Tou rnament semifinals Thu rs­ 
day night as they lost to an arou sed 
Michigan team 8 0-7 6. 
Elev enth-ranked Missou ri cru ised p ast 
Tex as Tech 8 6-7 5 in the other semifinal 
to gain a regional champ ionship show­ 
down with ninth-ranked Michigan Satu r­ 
day . Willie Sm ith had 30 p oints, 10 
rebou nds and sev en assists to p ace 
Mizzou to its 26th v ictory in 30 games. 
In the second game, the ou tcome may 
v ery well hav e tu rned on W illiams’ bob­ 
ble with 13 seconds left ju st after the Irish 


had gained p ossession on an intercep tion 
by Dav e Batton. At that p oint, a basket 
wou ld hav e tied the score at 7 8 -7 8 with 
the p ossibility that eighth-ranked Notre 
Dame might hav e drawn a fou l and 
conv erted it into the p otential winning 
p oint.

He had 23 p oints 
and 14 rebou nds. 
Ev en with Bu llock gone, Tech battled 
back from a 13-p oint deficit to narrow the 
margin to 7 7 -7 0 before Smith p u t it away 
for Missou ri with back-to-back baskets.

Max well said of North Carolina State’s 
last-second bid for v ictory . "All ou r hop es 
and asp irations, and ev ery thing we’v e 
accomp lished here in the NIT, were on 
that rim at that time." 


Bu t the final stroke of midnight nev er 
tolled Thu rsday night for Cinderella 
UNC-Charlotte, which defeated N.C. 
State 8 0-7 9 to gain the right to p lay 
Kentu cky Su nday for the National In­ 
v itation Tou rnament champ ionship . 


Kentu cky earned its berth in the title 
game with a 7 9 -7 8 v ictory ov er Prov idence 
as gu ard Larry Johnson drov e almost the 
length of the cou rt in the final sev en 
seconds and arched a three-foot, fade­ 
away ju mp er throu gh the hoop ju st before 
the bu zzer. 


N.C. State had the same op p ortu nity 
for a last-second v ictory bu t three or fou r 
tap -in attem p ts in the closing seconds 
bou nced arou nd the rim and then ou t. 


Max well, who finished with 27 p oints to 
lead the 49 ers, also set an NIT record by 
sinking 13-of-I4 fou l shots to raise his 
tou rnament total to 39 -of-43 in three 
games, breaking Alan Seiden’s record of 
38 su ccessfu l fou l shots set in fou r games 
for St. John’s in 1959.

Instead, it’ll be Fred Snowden’s su rp ris­ 
ing Arizona Wildcats against the defend­ 
ing NCAA kingp ins on the Bru ins’ Pau ley 
Pav ilion Satu rday for a trip to the final 
rou nd of fou r at the Philadelp hia Sp ec­ 
tru m. 
Thou ght by many to be the best in the 
West, the Rebels were shocked by Arizona 
114-109 in ov ertime in the semifinals of 
the West Regional Thu rsday night. Then, 
as ex p ected. UCLA ov erp owered little 
Pep p erdine 7 0-61. 
Las Vegas took a 29-1 record into 
Pau ley Pav ilion. It was a dev astating 
defeat. 
"1 ju st don’t know what to say ,’’ said a 
su bdu ed Jerry Tarkanian, the Rebels’ 
coach. “Arizona deserv es all the credit. 
They p lay ed a great game. Ou r kids 
worked hard and long all season. It’s a 
shame to see it all end now." 
"I gu ess we tried to ap p ly too mu ch 
p ressu re.” Eddie Owens added, referring 
to the fact that fou r Rebels, inclu ding 
himself, fou led ou t.

For Tarkanian’s team, Sam Smith 
scored 26 and 6-10 Lewis Brown added 24 
off the bench. 
In the second game, UCLA led by only 
one p oint with 9 :11 to go bu t then steadily 
p u lled away . Marq u es Johnson and All- 
America Richard Washington led the 
Bru ins’ attack with 18 and 16 p oints, 
resp ectiv ely . 
Dennis Johnson and 6-10 Brazilian 
Marcos Leite each had 16 for the Wav es, 
who were 13-p oint u nderdogs. 
"We took Pep p erdine seriou sly ,” con­ 
tended the Bru ins' Andre McCarter, “bu t 
it ju st wasn’t the same as p lay ing Indi­ 
ana. When the other team wins, they win. 
When we win, we lose u nless we win by 
a big margin." 
Added Gene Bartow, the man who 
su cceeded John Wooden at UCLA: "We 
were tight and I can’t ex p lain it.

‘ We Did It 
For t he Fans’

Mark down March 18, 1976, an the day on which the majot 
league player* remembered "the forgotten people’’—baseball’» 
fans. 
Swarming in drove* to the suddenly-opened spring training 
sites, the players were full of righteous explanations for theit 
battle with the owners which delayed the opening of the camp» 
17 days. 
It was almost as if they suddenly remembered who pays their 
salaries. 
We had to do it for the fans,” said first baseman George 
Scott of the Milwaukee Brewers. “ It would have been unfair 
to the fans not to be able to see the games,” 
Then, in a clairvoyant moment, he added, “ After all, it if 
the fans who pay our salaries.” 
Similar sentiments echoed throughout other camps from 
Florida. Arizona and California as both players and owners 
‘obeyed" the order of Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn tc 
begin spring training despite the fact that no agreement ha* 
been reached on a new player-management pact. 
Kuhn issued the order Wednesday after the players unexpec 
tedly agreed to bargain the one and one reserve system decision 
which they had “ won" on the Andy Messersmith-Dave McNal­ 
ly decision. Both were declared free agents by a federal 
arbitrator whose jurisdiction was upheld by two courts and 
Marvin Miller, executive director of the Major League Players 
Association, originally said he could not bargain away that 
right. 
The opening of the camps doesn’t necessarily mean that the 
players and owners are actually close to a long-range, binding 
agreement but it at least cleared the air. Players, executives 
and others connected with the dispute seemed relieved that 
they could talk about baseball—the game—and not baseball 
the business. 
The nice thing about this workout,” commented Manager 
Danny Ozark of the Philadelphia Phillies, "is that I haven’t 
heard anybody talk about negotiations ... all they want to do 
is play.” 
Managers in other camps expressed the same sentiment and 
also agreed that a go-slow training policy was necessary. 
"We all agreed that nobody should try to do too much,” said 
Manager Earl Weaver of the Baltimore Orioles, "W e have to 
go slow." 
Actual workouts were confined to the most basics— pitchers 
throwing easily and other players running in the outfield or 
playing pepper. Collectively, the workouts probably were the 
easiest in the history of spring training camp openings. 
One could sum it up by saying that it was all quiet on the 
training front—until, of course, the next meeting between 
management and the players. 


FO RT LA U D ERD A LE, Fla. (U PI) — Fourteen New York 
Yankees’ were on hand for the team’s first workout Thursday, 
a one-hour and 45-minute session comprised mainly of batting 
practice. 
A full squad is expected Friday when regular workouts begin. 
The’t anks are scheduled to open the season three weeks from 
Thursday in Milwaukee, but manager Billy Martin expressed 
concern that he could have his team ready in time. 
“ Three weeks is enough for playere,” he said, “ but pitchers, 
no. Usually, a pitcher will work seven times before the season. 
I can t see anybody pitching more than four times. That means 
it’s doubtful any pitcher will be ready to go nine on opening 
day. You might even see some clubs using a different pitcher 
every two or three innings. 
In his case, Martin says the delay might alter his roster. 
“ I had planned to go north with no more than nine pitchers. 
Now, I may have to go with 11," Martin said. 
In sending his skeletion squad to work, Martin noted that, 
"we have to make up for lost time." He said there would be 
pitchers available every morning and afternoon for anybody 
who wants extra hitting.

Frazier, Foreman Set Bout 


N E W Y O R K (U PI) - They don’t know where 
the fight will be held, and for that matter they 
don’t know when, but former heavyweight 
champions Joe Frazier and George Foreman do 
know they don’t like each other, and that they 
won’t get another shot at Muhammad Ali’s title 
by losing. 


"There’s not much hate between us but 
there’s an awful lot of animosity," Frazier said 
at a news conference to announce the two would 
fight a 12-rounder for a $1 million guarantee. 
“ The site of the fight doesn’t matter. You could 
lock us in a bathroom and let us go at it there.” 
The bout, promoted by Jerry Perenchio and 
Caesars Palace of Las Vegas, represents a 
rematch of their January 1973, title bout in 
Kingston, Jamaica, when Foreman, then no 
more than a muscular, unproven fighter, floored 
Frazier six times in two rounds to strip him ol 
the crown. 
"I feel anything I did once I can do again, and 
do it better," said Foreman, who at 28 is four 
years younger than Frazier. “ I was at my 
fighting peak, my fighting best in 1973. Now, 
mentally, I’m at my best. I know what it’s like 
to lose and I like winning a lot better.”

He Ha s Rea lly Serv ed His Time 


HUNTSVILLE, Tex , (U PI) 
— Gene Winchester, 82, was 
««ken to prison in 1917 on a 
horsedrawn wagon to begin 
serving a 50-year sentence for 
murder. 
He's still serving that sen­ 
tence, forgotten by friends and 
family, a holdover of the not 
too distant past when mental 
illness was treated by little 
more than a bolted door and 
turned backs. 
Winchester also is a victim 
of a quirk in the law. Although 
the state has kept him locked 
up for almost 60 years, he is 
credited with only 24 years 
served. 
So 
u n le s s 
p a r o le d , 
W inchester won’t be dis­ 
charged until the year 2005 — 
at the age of 111. 
Winchester is confined to 
the geriatrics ward of the pris­ 
on 
hospital 
where 
he 
is 
diagnosed as senile and 


schizophrenic. He was con­ 
victed 
in 
July, 
1917, 
of 
murdering George Parramore 
and sentenced to 50 years. 
Two years later, according to 
records, he was committed as 
a ‘'lunatic" to Rusk State Hos­ 
pital. 
He remained at Rusk until 
1969. But under laws in effect 
until 1958 he received no credit 
for the first 39 years. When the 
law was changed to credit time 
in mental hospitals, it wasn’t 


mode retroactive. 
"Jesus, something should be 
d o n e ," said Ron Taylor, 
adm nistrative assistant to 
prison director Jim Estelle. 
"H e could probably be helped 
more in a nursing home than 
in prison, but his time is gov­ 
erned by the 1958 law."

He said 
JU SM A G set up a special op­ 
eration in September to ac­ 
commodate the increased 
number of Thai wives wishing 
to accompany their husbands 
to the United States. 
“ Once it became obvious the 
bases would close, we tried to 
notify everyone to file their 
petitions and get their docu­ 
ments together,” says another 
JU SM A G spokesman. 
"W e traveled around to all 
the bases and told them ‘get

Then in September when the 
Thai government made it clear 
we would have to go, everyone 
got in a panic."

K IN G STO N —Akiva Baum , an Israeli who has 
play ed a significant role in the life of his 
country and who has established a rem arkable 
professional and academ ic career, will speak at 
a U nited Jewish Appeal inform ational m eeting 
Sunday night at the home of UJA drive chair­ 
man Sey m our W erhalowsky , 
T he speaker will reveal the latest inform ation 
on Israel’s needs and problems. A question and 
answer session will follow.

Baum , a Sahra (native-born Israeli), served 
in the Defense Forces as press officer and radio 
com m entator at the age of 18 , after two y ears 
of writing a column on current events for 
Israel’s most widely read weekly magazine. 
After his m ilitary service, Baum studied in 
Europe and then returned to Jerusalem where 
he was graduated from Hebrew University Law 
School. While a student, he published three 
treatises which are still used by the university 
as m andatory textbooks in law. economics and 
psy chology . 
After the Six-Day W ar, and following the call 
of Defense M inister Moshe Day an, Baum re­ 
turned to the arm y as a special attache to the 
Defense M inistry . For more than two y ears he 


performed special missions in the W estern 
Bank, frequently under fire. At the end of this 
period he was in charge of his special section 
on the West Bank and received a citation from 
the deputy chief of staff. At the sam e tim e he 
m anaged to com plete with distinction a m asters 
in law degree at Hebrew University In 19 70, 
Baum moved to Tel Aviv where he joined a law 
firm as a practicing corporate attorney . 
In 19 72 he was nom inated as one of three 
Israeli representatives at the European In­ 
stitute of Business A dm inistration in Paris, A 
y ear later, he becam e the first and only Israeli 
ever to win a Ford Foundation Fellowship for 
an American doctorate in business adm inis­ 
tration. 
Since his arrival to the U.S. in Septem ber, 
19 73, Baum has com pleted sim ultaneously the 
post-graduate program s of H arvard Business 
School and New York University Law School.

W alter Tatarzewski and 
Mayor Francis R Koenig trav- 
eled to Albany last week to 
protest the state's recent re­ 
duction of the city's equal­ 
ization rate from 26,2 to 24.57 
per cent of full value. 


Neither one appeared willing 
to bet on a reversal. 
“ It makes no sense" (trav­ 
eling to A lb an y), said 
Tatarzewski. "You talk to 
them but they don't listen.” 
"Them" is the State Board 
of Equalization and Assess­ 
ment charged with the decide- 
ly difficult job of creating some 
order out of the hodge-podge 
method of arriving at property 
values in New York State that 
has existed since after the Rev­ 
olution. 


Their system is to establish 
“ equalization rates “ based on 
their assessment of full value 
in a given community against 
the rate at which assessors are 
taxing it. In Kingston’s case 
26.2 per cent means the as­ 
sessor is using $2,620 as 
the 
“ full values on a $10,000 prop­ 
erty. Taxes are figured off the 
rate per thousand of assessed 
value, which is based roughly 
on the equalization rate. 
The state arrives at equal­ 
ization rates by comparing 
sales price—said to be the best 


indication of "true" or full 
value against what the as­ 
sessor says it's worth. Say, for 
instance, Tatarzewski is carry­ 
ing a property on hig books 
with a full value of $10,000— 
and it should be kept in mind 
that the city hasn’t been re­ 
assessed since 1956—and it 
sells for $20,000. That creates 
an equalization rate of 50 per 
cent; the city is valuing its 
property at only half its mar­ 
ket value. If the state’s most 
recent tentative figures are ac­ 
curate (the 24.57 per cent fig­ 
ure) that $10,000 property on 
the city’s books should be sell­ 
ing for just over $40,000. It 
suggests further that property 
values in Kingston have quad­ 
rupled since 1956. 
Koenig and Tatarzewski 
don't argue the state's meth­ 
ods; it's the way they do it that 
rankles. 
"They were still using prop­ 
erty value figures on Kingston 
Plaza and Streamline Realty 
(Hudson Cement) from before 
the court settlements,” Koenig 
said. The Plaza was assessed 
at $3,150,000 before a court - 
order reduced it to $2,300,000. 
Hudson Cement’s assessment 
was court reduced from just 
over $4 million to around $2 
million. 
Tatarzewski said he and 
Koenig talked about the 


Streamline and Kingston 
Plaza cases. “ They said they 
hadn't had enough of an im­ 
pact," reports Tatarzewski. “ If 
you don’t have a three per cent 
change they don't evenwant to 
talk to you said the assessor 
Kingston lost $2.9 million in 
assessed value last year, ac­ 
counting for something over 
half a per cent of the city’s 
overall assessed value of $47.8 
million, 
Koenig and Tatarzewski 
both feel the state doesn't sur­ 
vey enough properties and 
when it does the proportion to 
of residential (which has a 
higher turnover) to com­ 
mercial 
is not valid. The 
state's most recent survey in­ 


cluded covered 180 sales but 
only eight of them were on 
commercial property. 
Another gripe Koenig and 
Tatarzewski have is the loca­ 
tions within Kingston from 
which the survey data 
is 
taken. "They go by sales," 
explains the assessor. "They 
don’t have the man power to 
do their own appraisals." 
Tatarzewski charges the 
state doesn't check property 
values in sections of the city 
where prices have stabalized 
or declined—he mentioned the 
old Fifth Ward, the old Sev­ 
enth Ward and Wilbur—but 
relies solely on market reports 
of properties sold and in King­ 
ston that means midtown and 


uptown where property values 
have jumped sharply. 
If it's any consolation to city 
taxpayers, every other munici­ 
pality in Ulster County ex­ 
perienced a reduction in its 
equalization rate,meaning 
that in the opinion of the state 
they're all assessing property 
below itsmarket value. “ As 
long as they're lowering every- 
body i t ’s o k a y ,” said 
Tatarzewski. 
The mayor and the assessor 
say state officials have prom­ 
ised a thorough review of their 
protest. Final word is due in 
late June. 
The "solution” to the city’s 
problem is reassessment plac­ 
ing value at 100 per cent of a 


continually updated market 
figure. Just where the city 
stands on that project isn’t 
entirely clear. The mayor has 
said he'd like to have it done

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St. James Church Seeks 'Historic Reversal 


KINGSTON-The issue of "property 
rights" versus "historical value" has 
again presented itself to the Common 
Council, this time with a petition by the 
St. James United Methodist Church at 
Pearl and Fair Streets to have its 1974 
designation as an historical landmark 
reversed. 


The Laws and Rules Committee of the 


Common Council is expected to hold a 
public hearing in May on the church's 
petition. 


The Common Council, as witnessed by 


its 7-5 vote on Tuesday against the 
designation of the A. Carr Funeral Home 
at 1 Pearl Street over the objections of its 
owner, Reynolds Carr, leans to "property 
rights." 


"We voted against an invasion of 


privacy," said Alderman Donald E. 
Quick, D-Sixth Ward, chairman of the 
Common Council's Laws and Rules Com- 
mittee. 


It was much the same issue when the 


Laws and Rules Committee met with 
representatives from the St. James Un- 
ited Methodist Church and the Land- 
marks Preservation Commission Thurs- 
day night. Representing the church were 
its pastor, the Rev. Harry Robinson and 
the chairman of its Board of Trustees, 
Harold Finkle. 


"The point we wanted to make," said 


the Rev. Mr. Robinson in an interview 
with the Freeman today, "was that the 
owner of any property cherishes a wide 
range of possibilities to enlarge, to mod- 
ernize, to rent, to sell or to replace with 
a newer building. We feel that being 
designated as a landmark restricts this 
range of options and constitutes a cloud 
over our title." 


The minister was asked why the church 


waited more than a year to protest its 
designation. His answer was that when 
the church was notified of the public 
hearing by Landmarks on its proposed 
designation back in November of 1974, it 


assumed that "in the absence of our 
concurrence it would not take place." 


The church became aware of its desig- 


nation said its pastor, early this year,, 
hired a lawyer, Richard Riseley, and went 
to work on getting it reversed. 


"It is not an historical structure," wrote 


Riseley to the Common Council earlier 
this month, "or an architectural master- 
piece. And no significant historical event 
ever took place therein." 


The church, constructed on its present 


site in 1893, was not designated for its 
historical merit, explained Quick. "It was 
designated for its architectural value," 
Quick said. "They don't build buildings 
like that anymore." 


One of the reasons modern churches are 


not built in the Gothic style of soaring 
ceilings and broad expanses of stained 
glass like St. James Methodist Church is 
the cost of upkeep. And the fact that 
membership in many churches is declin- 


ing. "We have a congregation of 536," 
said the Rev. Mr. Robinson. "We lose 
about 10 or 15 a year." He said the church 
was larger than the present congregation 
needed, but said there has never been an 
official meeting on selling the property 
and moving. 


Quick said Thursday night's meeting 


was "useful in that we got things ouc on 
the table." He said Landmarks was will- 
ing to offer compromises but that the 
church insisted on having its designation 
dropped. 


"If we try to keep the designation it 


could wind up in court," Quick said. "It 
could become a test case for our historic 
designation law." 


"We're going the whole route," Quick 


said in reference to the May public 
hearing to drop the designation He ex- 
pects controversy. "It's going to be a 
heavy one," he said.

Restora- 
tion of cuts by the state legislature as- 
sured another year's continued operation 
at the same level as the current budget 
year and changed the theme of the meet- 
ing from "How can we save it?" to "What 
lies ahead?" 


Siegfried "Jerry" Bart, New Paltz 


school board president, served as mod- 
erator for the meeting and was joined by 
five other board members: Dr. Stanley 
Coffman, the college president; Dr. Mario 
Fantini, dean of the Faculty Education; 
Dr. Lois Nichols, head of {he Campus 
School; Hank Gross, representing State 
Senator Richard E. Schermerhorn, R- 
40th Dist., and Hinchey in fielding ques- 
tions from the sparse audience. 


Coffman 
added another 
cautionary 


note. "We must be cautious about assum- 
ing that because we saved the school this 


year we can save them again next year," 
he said. 


Responding to a question from the 


audience, he said "If you are suggesting 
that we (the New Paltz administration) 
tried to close the Campus School, there 
is nothing to that." 


Coffman said the campus schools had 


become a political matter and should be 
taken out of the political arena, but Gross 
noted that "everything in Albany is polit- 
ical."

But, we must be pre- 
pared to fight again.' 


A man in the audience drew applause 


when he asked Gross to tell legislators 
"The people are fed up with the idea of 
their misusing our tax funds." He said, 
"Education in this state is a political 
problem as long as the politicians control 
the purse strings. They don't give a damn 
about the schools." 


Fantini sounded one of the few op- 


timistic notes in an otherwise low-key 
meeting, saying, "The Campus School is 
here to stay. We will expand its programs. 
We are becoming increasingly a regional 
alternative." 


Fantini defended the campus school's 


place in the educational system, saying, 
it was not a duplication of public schools 
and imposed no burdens on them He said 
campus schools are necessary on purely 
educational grounds and compared their 
function to that of a teaching hospital for 
the medical profession. 


If we are to prepare the best teachers 


we need a school where we have some 
responsibilities, so we are not imposing on 
the public schools," he said. 


Hinchey said he felt the best place for 


the public to exert pressure to save the 
campus schools is with the SUNY 
trustees, and in response to another ques- 
tion said there was "very little" senti- 
ment among legislators to change from 
property taxes to the income tax as the 
source of educational lunds. 


Asked how the SUNY trustees and non- 


elected officials could be made more 
responsive to the wishes of the people, 
Hinchey said, "I don't know how you can 
do that. The legislature made it quite 
clear that they wanted the campus 
schools retained, but people tend to 
forget." 


Mrs. Nichols said Campus School 


pupils had been disturbed by the furor 
over possible closing of the school, but 
that she had not yet heard anything from 
parents about taking children out of the 
Campus School next year. "They are 
taking a wait-and-see attitude," she said.

Reagan said 
some commentators last fall were saying President Ford should consider getting 
out if Reagan got 40 per cent or better in the early primaries. 


Reagan noted his second-place finishes in five primaries attracted that kind 


of support or better and, speaking of the President, he asked: "Why doesn't he 
quit? 


Reagan and Ford could cross paths Saturday in North Carolina, where both 


will be campaigning in advance of the voting. 


George Wallace, trying to repeat his 1972 North Carolina primary victory, 


claimed Jimmy Carter said four years ago Wallace would make a good vice 
presidential nominee. 


"If I was so good in 1972, what's happened to me since then?" the Alabama 


governor said. 


Carter told reporters in North Carolina that Wallace's "memory is in error." 


The former Georgia governor added, "I never voted for George Wallace for 
anything and I never intend to." 


Henry Jackson, skipping North Carolina and focusing on New York, told a 


Harlem audience he intends to rebuild urban neighborhoods. 


"Housing will be our number one priority," Jackson said. "I mean housing 


with some open space where kids can play in an open yard." 


Fred Harris, near the bottom in every primary so far, said in Pittsburgh he 


will "spend the time and money" in a major bid for Pennsylvania's April 27 
primary. 


The executive council of the National Black Political Assembly announced 


it will nominate Rep. Ronald Dellums, a three-term black congressman from 
California, for president. 


"We want to organize a political party for black people — a third political 


force that will be strong enough to have its issues seriously considered," said 
Ron Daniels, an Ohio professor presiding over the 10,000-member -organization 
at its Cincinnati convention. 


Dellums accepted an invitation to address the convention Saturday night, 


indicating he may accept the nomination.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Patricia Hearst's attorney, in 
an impassioned final plea to 
her trial jury, said she had no 
choice but to join the Hibernia 
bank robbery or die. 


The prosecutor said her tale 


of a year and a half of fear and 
terror was "too incredible to 
believe." 


"We ask you to return a 


verdict of guilty on both 
counts," said U.S. Attorney 
James L. Browning Jr 


The jury of seven women 


and five men sat through more 
than a million words of trial 
testimony, 66 witnesses, 295 
pieces of g o v e r n m e n t 
evidence. Attorneys wound up 


Thursday with a three and a 
half hours of final arguments. 


After receiving instructions 


from the judge today, the 
panel must decide her guilt or 
innocence to charges of armed 
bank lobbery and using a fire- 
arm to commit a felony. 


Chief defense counsel F. Lee 


Bailey said the verdict of guil- 
tv or innocent "will either be 
the most horrible saying that 
Patricia Hearst has ever heard 
in one word, or the symphony 
the SLA says we couldn't de- 
liver in two." 


If found guilty, she faces up 


to 35 years in prison. Or it is 
possible that she could receive 
no jail term at all and be 


placed on probation. No mat- 
ter what the verdict, she still 
faces other charges in Los An- 
geles and may stand trial 
again. 


Leaving a microphone and 


lectern behind, Bailey stood 
next to the jury box and spoke 
directly to the panel members 
in his final appeal, sometimes 
speaking in such a low voice as 
to be almost inaudible to 
courtroom spectators. 


"It is a case of dying or 


surviving — that is all Patricia 


Campbell Hearst thought 
about," Bailey argued. "And 
the question is, what is the 
right to live? How far can you 
go to survive?" 


He said the 22-year-old 


newspaper heiress,

snatched 
from 
her 
home, 


clouted on the side of the face 
with a gun butt and taken as 
a political prisoner," suc- 
cumbed to the brutalization 
and terror of her kidnapers and 
joined them in the bank only

Hearst herself, and he said the 
jury must weigh her testimony

They almost always do, reg- 


ularly as clockwork, on March 
19, St. Joseph's day. 


The legend says the swallows 


come winging home to their 
mud nests in the eaves of the 
mission church — built m 
1776, the oldest existing build- 
ing in California — because 
the Spanish padres gave them 
a home there. The arrival ends 
a month long, 6,000-mile jour- 
ney from Argentina, where the 
flock spends the winter. 


A spokesman for the mission 


said the "scout birds," sighted 
regular!} each March 18, ap- 
peared as usual Thursday. 


Ignore the skeptics who say 


the "scouts" are birds that 
have been there for weeks, or 
perhaps never left. "Those 


birds are always there," 
grumbled an unsentimental 
sheriff's deputy, less in- 
terested m the birds than the 
crush of tourists they bring. 
The legend says the swallows 
once made their home in the 
eaves of an inn, but the an- 
noyed innkeeper smashed 
their nests. A passing Francis- 
can priest took pity, true to the 
traditions of the order's found- 
er, animal-loving St. Francis 
of Assisi. He urged the birds to 
"come to the mission and we 
will give you shelter." 


Ignore the skeptics who say 


the swallows apparently lived 
m the nearby cliffs for cen- 
turies before the white man 
came and would return to their 
ancestral nesting ground 
whether there was a mission 
church there or not. 


The return brings out 


thousands of swallow watchers 
— the town fathers predict up 
to 75,000 this year — drawn by 
the romance of the popular 
ballad of the 1930s, "When the 
Swallows Come Back to 
Capistrano."

Two Indicted for Drugs 
Seven Jobs Out in RV Redistricting 


KINGSTON—A Kerhonknon man who was a 
Kingston High School athlete and teacher in 
the Falhburgh Central School District and a 
Highland man, both of whom were arrested last 
December as the result of an undercover state 
police narcotics investigation, were indicted 
Thursday on charges which carry mandatory 
life prison sentences upon conviction. 


Named in the indictments were Dennis Bruce 


Gilligan, 26, of Route 44/55, Kerhonkson and 
John DeGasperis, 26, of Perkinsville Road, 
Highland. 


Gilligan, who was a seventh grade English 


teacher in the Fallsburgh district at the time 
of his arrest, was indicted on one count each of 
criminal sale of a controlled substance in the 
second and fifth degrees. The charges stem from 
the alleged sale of heroin and more than 50 
pounds of marijuana.The charge of second 
degree criminal sale of a controlled substance 
carries a mandatory minimum sentence of six 
years to life upon conviction. 


A spokesman at the Fallsburgh school would 


only say Thursday of Gilligan, "He is no longer 


employed at the school." 


DeGasperis was indicted on one count each 


of criminal sale of a controlled substance in the 
first, second and third degrees, each of which 
carries a mandatory life prison sentence upon 
conviction. He was also indicted on the misde- 
meanor charges of criminal possession of a 
controlled substance in the seventh degree (two 
counts) and criminally using drug para- 
phernalia. The charges stem from the alleged 
sale or possession of quantities of heroin, co- 
caine and marijuana. 


The case was presented to the grand jury by 


Special Prosecutor Joseph J. Traficanti Jr.,who 
was named to prosecute after District Attorney 
Francis J. Vogt disqualified himself because of 
a personal relationship with the parents of one 
of the the defendants. 


County Judge Raymond J. Mino told the 


Freeman Thursday, that he, too, has dis- 
qualified himself from the case for the same 
reason as Vogt. A request has been made for 
another judge to preside over the case.

KYSERIKE-The Rondout 
Valley Board of Education ap- 
proved a redistricting plan for 
its four elementary schools 
Thursday night that will result 
next year in an increase in 
average class size and the 
elimination of six teachers and 
one administrative position. 


The redistricting plan, in- 


tended to accomplish "greater 
economy and 
efficiency of 


learning," will save an esti- 
mated $80,000 in operating ex- 
penses next year, according to 
Superintendent of Schools 
James O'Connell. 


The major aspect of the 


O'Connell plan is a change in 
the boundary between the Ac- 
cord and Kerhonkson Elemen- 
tary 
Schools, a boundary 


change between the Accord 
and Marbletown Schools and a 
boundary change between the 
Marbletown and Rosendale 
Schools. 


Those changes, said 


O'Connell, will mean that 120 
students will be attending dif- 
ferent elementary schools 
within the district next year. 
With the improved efficiency 
in transportation, the super- 
intendent noted, the district 
will be able to eliminate two 
buses. 


O'Connell emphasized today 


that the redistricting plan 
"will affect only one-tenth of 
one-third of the students" in 
the school district, and that 
none of the affected youngsters 
will be bused "for any signifi- 
cant time period." 


O'Connell said that the more 


efficient utilization of elemen- 
tary classroom space will allow 
the elimination of six elemen- 
tary 
professional 
positions. 


The cutbacks, he said, will be 
made on a seniority basis 
within the elementary system 


and will primarily affect the 
Kerhonkson and Marbletown 
Schools. 


The reduction in teachers, 


according to the O'Connell 
plan, will necessarily result in 
an increase in elementary class 
size from the present ratio of 
20.1 students per teacher this 
year to 23.2 students per 
teacher during the 1976-77 
school year. He said that in- 
crease is "not drastic." 


O'Connell emphasized that 


the existing contract with the 
Rondout Valley Teachers As- 


sociation does not contain a 
hard and fast class size clause, 
but rather makes a recommen- 
dation for a student-teacher 
ratio most conducive to the 
education of the students. The 
superintendent said the re- 
districting plan would result in 
no violations of the RVTA con- 
tract. 


The superintendent's board- 


approved plan also will affect 
two administrative positions 
in the district next year: the 
half-time principals at two of 


the district's elementary 
schools will be replaced by 
"head teachers" whose 
primary function will be in- 
struction and curriculum de- 
velopment. 


O'Connell said the changes 


reflect a re-direction of 
elementary priorities toward 
improved development of 
reading and math skills. He 
said the district will continue 
to consider new programs and 
alternative s to improve its 
educational foundation.

Gas Up or Run Dry 


PECOS, TEX. (KFS)—There may be no law west of the river from 
which this little town derives its name, but the major operative fact 
is that there is no water west of the Pecos, or east of it or in it. Like 
the mauve mountains of rock and cactus you have to drive through 
to get here, the Pecos Valley is flat, dry brush-and-tumbleweed 
country. Average annual rainfall: 10 to 13 inches. 


Yet 25 years ago men came here and, amid the heat, the forsaken 


ecology and the Mexicans, put 100,000 acres into cultivation: cotton, 
barley, alfalfa, onions and cantaloupes. They were able to do it because 
there is a wet ocean of water 400 feet under the aridity. To irrigate 
the land you need only pump the water up to the surface, which the 
farmers did using natural gas as a fuel. 


Overpumped Price 


Until the end of last year they paid between 34-and 40 cents per 


thousand cubic feet of gas to get the water pumped up above ground. 
Then their contract with the Delhi Gas Pipeline Corp. ran out. The 
company told them from now on the price would be $1.85 per thousand 
cubic feet, a 450 per cent increase.

More Gun Law Controversy 


Dear Editor: 


In defense, the voting record of Rep. 


Hamilton Fish, Jr., in regard to H.R.- 
11193: The so-called gun control act of 
'76. 


The author of this Bill, Mr. Conyers, 


has dedicated himself and said, publica- 
lly, many times that he is after "a total 
ban on all private ownership of all hand- 
guns as the ultimate goal". This Bill is 
merely the first in a series of legislation 
that will remove all firearms from all 
citizens. 


Another point to bring up is, the 6" 


length of a pistol. This law would ban a 
pistol with a 14" barrel and shoot re- 
ceiver. Special provisions would have to 
be made so that policemen could carry 
their suddenly illegal service revolvers. 


Further checking has turned up the fact 


that over 120,000 of the less than 160,000 
gun dealers would be outlawed. Central 
registry systems of all people, guns and 
manufacturing would be required. 


The New York Times, on February 27, 


1976, published a special report of the 
City Police Department that conclusively 
proves that the city with the toughest gun 
laws in force, cannot curb crime with gun 
laws. A few conclusions of the Rand 
survey are: Murder went from 89.3 per 


cent to 64.9 per cent last. year. Lowest 
since 1963. Drug culture oriented and 
repeated offenders are responsible for 
more than 80 per cent of reported crimes. 
Murders declined to 46 per cent last year, 
down from 56 per cent in 1965 Included 
in a copy of that report. One thing to 
remember: Baltimore recently had a 
bounty on firearms and their murder rate 
doubled shortly after. Only law abiding 
citizens will register firearms. 


Social ills are what must be attacked by 


legislation and public enthusiasm. Crimi- 
nals should be kept off the streets and 
pushers need to be brought under control. 
Instead of putting everyone on welfare 
more time and effort should be spent on 
upgrading our school systems, so that we 
help produce responsible adults. Parents 
should find more time to be with children 
to again reaffirm the belief that "an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of 
cure." 


Additional gun laws border on infring- 


ing our constitution. Let's reassess our 
goals and try to improve ourselves and 
show that we can keep this country 
around for another hundred years

"If they deregulate gas, this sort of 


thing is gonna be everybody's problem," 
says Jimmy McNeil, one of the farmers 
affected. He's right, for what's happening 
here can serve as a case study of the 
effects of abrupt deregulation. (The ac- 
tion by Delhi, however, results from the 
expiration of an old contract to sell gas at 
a fixed price. Natural gas for agricultural 
uses isn't regulated in Texas, but the 
economic effects of Delhi's action are the 
same as sudden deregulation.) 


McNeil and four other local farmers 


had gathered to talk about the situation 
in the offices of their cooperatively owned 
cotton-oil mill. For the men in the room, 
the price rise translated into an increase 
of S56 more an acre to grow cotton or 
bankruptcy for many of them, and an end 
of the mill, as its manager Bob Bickley 
pointed out. "There needs to be some 
type of law to protect the farmer," con- 
cluded McNeil, a man who twice voted 
for President Nixon but has decided that 
Republican forms of free enterprise are in 
danger of putting him to work on an 
urban assembly line. 


A law's about the only thing that will 


help McNeil. The farmers are meditating 
a suit against the gas company, but 
they're not sanguine about their chances. 
Anyway, many of them will be foreclosed 
on and gone by the time the courts rule 
in their favor if they ever do. Conversion 
of the pumps to another power source 
would run them eight or nine thousand 
dollars a well, a very large sum since the 
farms probably average five wells. Even 
so, other fuel sources would be almost as 
costly and, besides, the bank isn't going 
to lend them the money. "I don't see 
anything short of a miracle that can save 
the farmers," says Archie Scott, the 
chairman of the board of Pecos' Security 
State Bank, and he ought to know. 


Admirably Ambivalent 


The farmers are rather admirably am- 


bivalent about the gas company. They 
know that under other long-term con- 
tracts, such as they had enjoyed until this 


year, Delhi is buying some gas at a mere 
16-cents per thousand cubic feet, but they 
also say that the company is having to 
pay as much as $2 for some new gas. 
They're reluctant to say that Dfelhi should 
be subject to price control. What they 
would really like is higher prices for their 
products so they could pay Delhi the new 
rate. 


Unfortunately for the farmers, that's 


not possible because the prices they can 
get for their products are under a form of 
de facto government control. By use of 
export embargoes and relaxation of im- 
port on foreign agriculture, the govern- 
ment has kept the prices of many com- 
modities down, thereby putting the 
farmers in an impossible economic bind. 
Such are the perils of partial price decon- 
trol. Some people profit and a lot of other 
people get wiped out. 


And unless we start to have a care.it 


may be American agriculture that gets 
eliminated, or at least that segment of it 
represented by family operations such as 
the men in the Pecos Valley. Since the 
end of the New Deal-type agricultural 
programs, they have been caught in a 
destructive boom-bust market wherein 
the government aggravates the situation 
by giving them no price floor but a de 
facto price ceiling. 


"We probably made more in Nixon's 


first term," explains Jimmy McNeil, 
"but we probably lost more than we ever 
have in our lives in his second term. 
Under the Democrats we probably didn't 
make as much but it was stable. Now 
there's no way to know if you're going to 
sell cotton at 40-cents or $1." 


In the past farmers have been known to 


call for help against imaginary wolves. 
They've also been able to withstand cost 
increases they couldn't pass along by 
unheard of increases in productivity, in- 
creases not duplicated by any other 
American industry, but there comes a 
limit to that. David Hess, who farms 
about 800 acres here, put it well when he 
said, "Yes, some of us do have Cadillacs; 
they're old models."

There is 
growing pressure on the government to 
stop the spread of nuclear energy.

The prospects for solar energy have

"Thus they conclude that there will be 
only marginal use of solar heating and 
cooling equipment by the year 2000."

He told Hearst. The publisher blew up. 
"Does Stimson think I am doing this for 
publicity?" he shouted. "I am giving this 
land because I can afford to give it. If 
Roosevelt doesn't mention it, I won't." 


The expert returned to the lawyers. The 


lawyers called Washington. Stimson was 
as stiff as a shirt in a Chinese laundry. 
"We will pay," he said, "and that is that. 
Tell Hearst to put a value on his proper- 
ty." 


The E. returned to the Ls. Everyone 


began to perspire. All hands went to San 
Simeon. Hearst listened. He smiled. "Sell 
—it at one cent an acre," he said

"We," 
the daddy said, thumping his chest, 
"were here first. We are not moving." 


The lawyers sent the real estate expert 


back to Hearst, and stuck their fingers in 
their ears. The R.E.E. was contrite. 


"Go back," Hearst said, "and find out 


how much the Indians want to move out. 
Stimson is blaming me for selling land 
contested by Indians." The expert re- 
turned to the lawyers who were afflicted 
with mass deafness. 


The expert trekked out in the wilds to 


smoke a pipe of peace with the Indians. 
Poppa Indian said he couldn't think of 
anything he would take to move. In a 
world at war, he wanted peace. 
. Momma Indian broke the deadlock. 
Once, she said, when she was a girl, she 
had seen a choo-choo train.

Carter Gaining 


By George Gallup 
PRINCETON, N.J.-Democratic contender Jimmy Carter 
has registered dramatic gains and is now in a virtual tie with 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey as the top choice of Democratic 
voters for the 1976 nomination. 


The same survey, which represents the first national one 


held in Florida on March 9, also shows Carter to be the first 
of the Democratic hopefuls to defeat President Ford in test 
election contests. 


Carter leads Ford 47 to 42 per cent among registered voters 


nationwide, while Humphrey trails the President by the 
margin of 43 to 38 per cent. Jackson trails Ford by a still 
wider margin, 39 to 49 per cent. 


All persons in the survey who classify themselves as 


Democrats and independents were first asked this question: 


"Here is a list of people who have been mentioned as 


possible presidential candidates for the Democratic party in 
1976. Which one would you like to see nominated as the 
Democratic candidate in 1976? And who would be your 
second choice?" 


Carter and Humphrey emerge in a virtual tie among 


Democrats surveyed, with Humphrey winning 27 per cent 
and Carter 26 per cent. Next are Jackson and Gov. George 
Wallace, each the choice of 15 per cent of Democrats 
nationwide, Rep Morris Udall of Arizona follows, with 5 per 
cent. 


The current standings represent a dramatic gam in 


support for Carter, who won only 5 per cent of the vote of 
Democrats in a late January, pre-New Hampshire survev, 
received 16 per cent in a post-New Hampshire survey, as 
compared to 26 per cent in the current survey. 


Sen. Jackson's support has also increased sharply since 


the late January survey, when he was the choice of only 6 
per cent of Democrats 


When Sen Humphrey — who is not officially a candidate 


— is removed from the list, Carter becomes the chief 
beneficiary of Humphrey supporters (as determined on the 
basis of the second choices). Carter then domm- ates the 
field, winning the vote of 36 per cent of Democrats to 21 per 
cent for Wallace and 19 per cent for Jackson 


Evidence that Carter has strong appeal outside the ranks 


of his own party is seen from the nomination choices of 
persons who classilv themselves as independents Carter 
wins the support of 28 per cent of independents, compared 
to 22 per cent for \Vallace and 15 per cent each for 
Humphrey and Jackson 


Carter's supra-party appeal is also evident in the test 


election results, which are based on the choices of all voters 
— Republicans as well as Independents and Democrats. 


Carter also generates great support among younger voters 


in the electorate, possibly because of a youthful, non- 
political image. Carter wins over Ford among the 18-29 age 
group by the margin of more than 2-to-l, while Humphrey 
and Jackson split their vote with Ford among this segment 
of voters 


Following is the wording for the test elections: 
"Suppose the presidential election were being held today. 


If President Gerald Ford were the Republican candidate and 
Jimmy Carter were the Democratic candidate, which would 
you like to see win9 As of today, do you lean more to Ford, 
the Republican, or to Carter, the Democrat9" (The same 
questions were asked for Humphrey and Jackson.)

Ronald Reagan, in an early 


stage of his campaign, invited 
the voters to have a look at 
Social Security He suggested 
that there was something fishv 
about its funding, or the lack 
thereof. The money collected 
for it from corporations and 
employes was not invested in 
production, and there was no 
way for an individual to "con- 
tract out" of the government's 
program in favor of putting his 
savings into more substantial 
old-age annuities. 


Well, from the response that 


this got from Ford Re- 
publicans, you'd think that 
Reagan had tossed a dead cat 
into a Holy of Holies. Speaking 
of the Reagan suggestion that 
Social Security funds should

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Violence in Schools Increasing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Assault, gang warfare, robbery and 
other violence in U.S. schools has become a "serious and costly 
national problem" that should be a major target of crime- 
control efforts, a research study reported Thursday. 


While exact figures were unavailable, the study pictured the 


nation's schools as plagued by increasing assaults on teachers 
and students, gang warfare, robbery, intimidation and fear — 
with vandalism adding a costly toll. 


"It is fair to conclude that school violence and distruption 


is a serious and costly national problem," said the report by 
Research for Better Schools Inc., of Philadelphia. 


"A problem of this magnitude warrants a national effort." 
The report was financed by a 8117,000 grant from the Law 


Enforcement Assistance Administration. It was based in part 
on congressional testimony, scattered school statistics and 
views of hundreds of school officials. 


Milton Luger, assistant administrator of LEAA's juvenile 


delinquency prevention office, said the study is one of several 
that will be used in preparing programs to combat juvenile 


The Senate juvenile delinquency subcommittee reported an 


85.3 per cent increase in assaults on students and a 77.4 per 
cent increase in assaults on teachers between 1970 and 1973. 
The report said this violence is increasing. 


Teachers and school officials told researchers their concern 


was not individual, random acts of violence but about "their 
schools' being trapped in a web of violence and disruption 
which is destroying their effectiveness, as institutions of 
learning," the report said. 


Few accurate figures can be obtained, the report said. Both 


teachers and students fail to report violence because they fear 
reprisals. Principals do not want to alarm parents or jeopardize 
school reputations. 


Temple University found that one-fourth of 595 black 


students interviewed in one study felt unsafe in school, the 
report said. More than half the mothers interviewed feared 
their children might be assaulted. 


Gangs that considered schools neutral territory in earlier 


traditions are bringing their warfare to the campuses and 
increasing the fear among other students and teachers, it said. 


Education Systems Face Problems 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Although Americans are better 
educated than ever, the school 
system faces massive problems 
and public confidence in tradi- 
tional schooling is "noticeably 
weaker," according to U.S. 
Education Commissioneer 
Terrel Bell. 


He cited the difficulties on 


racial integration, which he 
said may never be possible 
everywhere; demands for in- 
novations and cointer-de- 
mands nor a return to the 
basics; 
financial 
inequities; 


and policy deficiencies as lead- 
ing a list on problems confront- 
ing the education system. 


In an annual report to con- 


gress Wednesday, Bell said 
Americans have achieved a 
peak of educational attain- 
ment, with men and women 
aged 25 and older having an 
average 
schooling 
of 12.3 


years. 


[literacy has been reduced to 


about 1 per cent, three on 
every five persons over 25 have 
at least a high chool educa- 
tion, and one in seven has 
completed at least four years 
on college or other higher 
education, he said. 


"But the problems today, 


exacerbated by uncertainties 
about the domestic and world 
economies, are perhaps more 
severe than ever before in re- 
cent years," the report said. 


"More 
important, 
public 


confidence in the traditional 
structure of education is no- 
ticeably weaker." 


Activist middle-class groups 


and educators increasingly are 
demanding alternative forms 
on schooling such as open 
classrooms within elementary 
school or school withou walls 
at the high school level, Bell 
reported. 


Countering this trend is 


pressure from other groups for 
a return to the basics of read- 


ing, writing and arithmetic, 
and occasional rebellion by 
blue-collar workers and ethnic 
groups, "sometimes vio- 
lently," at what they see as a 
disregard nor traditional 
classroom behavior. 


"Considering developments 


of recent years, Americans 
may never again regard their 
school as the great melting pot 
on their society," Bell said. 


He said school segregation in 


some cities "is too great to be 
overcome" because of heavy 
concentrations on nonwhites, 
and added: 


"The tumulllltious result of 


some attempts at desegration 
in recent hears sugggests that 
the creation on integrated 
school may not be possible 
everywhere, given the dimo- 
graphic and housing patterns 


that exist in a number of cities 
and towns." 


Other problems in education 


during the 1974-75 school year, 
according to Bell, were ine- 
quities in public school fi- 
nance, financial stress of non- 
public schools, segregation in 
big city schools, an emerging 
teacher surplus and inade- 
quate school policy develop- 
ment. 


'Lupus' Sufferer Asks for Help 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A long-time sufferer 
on a mysterious disease called lupus asked 
Congress Wednesday for money to expand 
research into the ailment that affects an esti- 
mated half million Americans, mostly young 
women. 


Mrs. Henrietta Aladjem of Welesley, Mass., 


told a Senate subcommittee that lupus is 
difficult to diagnose, difficilt to treat and 
difficult to live with. 


"The sadness, the pain and hopelessness that 


I have witnessd among the lupus sufferers 
throughout this land has brought me to Wash- 
ington to bring this tragedy to your attention," 
she said. 


The disease, known to doctors as systemic 


lupus erythematosus, is a chronic inflammatory 
disorder which affects blood vessels and connec- 
tive tissues. It is related to rheumatoid 
arthritis. 


Lupus starts sometimes with skin rashes and 


joint pains and is aggravated by exposure to the 
sun. It becomes most dangerous when it spreads 
to such vital organs as the heart, liver, kidney 
or brain. 


It is estimated that about 5,000 .people die o( 


the disease annually in the United States. It 
once was a rapidly fatal disease but the in- 


troduction of steroids and other drugs during 
the past 25 years have contributed to prolonged 
survival. 


The disease was diagnosed in Mrs. Aladjem 


in the 1950s and she told the subcommittee that 
she has been in remission for 14 years and is 
essentially free of signs of the disease. She is 
now engaged in a campaign to make the public 
aware of the disease and to promote research 
into it. 


"We desperately need the funds since re- 


search may not only affect life and death, but 
the quality of life as well," she said. 


Mrs. Aladjem said the National Institite of 


Arthritis, Metabolism and Digestive Diseases is 
leading the effort to understand the disease 
with help from the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases. 


I find these institutions need more money in 


their budget so they can increase the research 
funds for lupus," she said. 


"The lupus patients feel that researh should 


be a vital part of the national program to solve 
the problem of this disease. 


Mrs 
Aladjem, who is trying to form a 


national lupus foundation, said it is one of the 
most neglected diseases even though it has been 
known for hundreds of years.

A Cause of Wrinkles 


DEAR DR. LAMB -1 have 


been on a yo-yo diet all my life 
and over the past year I have 
gained 15 to 20 pounds above 
my usual weight. I never have 
been normal for my height. I 
am 5-feet-4 and now weigh 150 
to 155 pounds. 


After having this extra 


weight for a year and being 44 
years old, is there any way I 
can diet and not have wrinkles 
and very saggy skin around 
the face and neck? Is there a 
special type of diet or some 
exercises I could do while 
dieting that could prevent the 
wrinkles at this age or is it too 
late? 


DEAR READER - One of 


the hazards of obesity is 
stretching the skin. The skin is 
basically a highly specialized 
elastic sac. If you fill it full, 
it's going to stretch and if you 
stretch it too often it's going 
to begin to respond like an 
over stretched balloon. When 
you empty it, it's going to 
wrinkle. Fortunately the skin 
does have some ability to 
repair itself. As a person gets 
older the elastic tissues in the 
skin become stretched 
anyway even if one doesn't 
gain weight. The older a per- 
son gets the more wrinkling 
he or she has when excess fat 
is lost. 


1 would prefer that people 


didn't get fat in the first place 
to create this problem. But 
what's done has been done. 


There is no special diet at 


all that will help prevent 
wrinkling. The only thing I 
can suggest is that you avoid 
those crash diets that lead to 
loss of muscle as well as fat. A 
lot of keeping a nice, con- 
toured 
face 
is 
the 


maintenance of the facial 
muscles. The crash diets that 
are so highly advertised not 
only eliminate fat from the 
bod'y but also a considerable 
amount of muscle. 


When the muscles in the 


face degenerate, the wrinkl- 
ing is far worse. So the only 
thing I can suggest if you want 
to avoid facial wrinkles and 
looking old, is to stay away 
from those crash diets. The 
proper diet is the slow, steady 
type which enables you to lose 
a small amount of weight 
every week and this way the 
skin can gradually shrink back 
to normal as best it can. 


You can also do facial exer- 


cises to help maintain the size 
of the muscles in the face. 
You can do this by facial 
grimaces, contracting the jaw 
muscles and the muscles 
around the eye, cheekbones 
and other areas. Go to the 
mirror and see what you are 
doing and put your fingers on 
your face and identify which 
muscles are tightening when 
you do certain movements of 
the face. By tightening and 
relaxing, tightening and relax- 
ing, over and over, you can ex- 
ercise the facial muscles 
enough to help maintain mus- 
cle mass. 


See if you can learn to 


tighten the muscles in the 
neck as well. You do this 
sometimes by grimacing, us- 
ing the mouth and jaw area. 
There is a layer of thin muscle 
attached to the skin around 
the neck and face area which 
is developed better in some 
people than others. If this 
muscle is kept tight and main- 
tains its tone it will help to 
prevent 
skin 
sagging 


(platysma muscle).

KINGSTON - Leo Schupp, 
president of the Kingston local 
of the American Postal Work- 
ers Union 
(AFL-CIO) 
has 


charged that "big business in- 
terests are out to skim off the 
most lucrative parts of the 
Postal Service for their own 
profit at the expense of postal 
employes and the public." 


Schupp, president of the lo- 


cal that represents "inside" 
postal workers, accused 
"profit-hungry corporations of 
misleading our citizens with 
the myth that this essential 
government service was re- 
organized in 1970 to earn a 
profit." 


"At best," he said, "postal 


reform proposed only a break- 
even goal at some distant date 
in the future — a dream long 
since shattered by runaway 
inflation and dwindling mail 
volume." 


"But by perpetuating this 


false profit concept." Schupp 
added, "right wing elements 
are hastening ever more reduc- 
tions in service with inhuman 
inpacts on postal employees 
through wholesale transfers of 
personnel, closing of offices 
and work norm speed-ups." 


"The public is being had," 


he said, "and we are being 
made the goat. It's a real 
Catch-22 situation." 


As "evidence," Schupp cited 


a resolution adopted unani- 
mously recently by the AFL- 
C10 Executive Council. It op- 
poses all efforts to permit 
private carriers to compete for 
the most lucrative parts of the 
postal business through repeal 
of the Private Express Stat- 
utes while attacking business 
elements trying "to carve out 
large chunks" of the Postal 
Service jurisdiction. 


"In an effort to get the real 


truth before the American peo- 
ple," Schupp continued, "the 
Public Employees Department 
of the AFL-CIO has also just 
spotlighted Administration ef- 
forts to let the Postal Service 
dangle in the wind by denying 
it a reasonable cost-of-living 
public subsidy increase. 


"By reasonable, we mean 10 


percent of the USPS operating 
budget which is the sum pro- 
vided by the McGee bill pend- 
ing in the Senate — a measure 
also supported by the national 
labor leaders of the AFL-CIO 
Executive Council." 


The 
local 
union 
leader 


quoted a report 
from 
the 


union's National Legislative 
Director Pat Nilan that the 
original postal public subsidy, 
though too low in the first 
place, hasn't been increased 
since postal reform six years 
ago — "the only thing in the 
USPS that hasn't gone up!" 
Schupp said. 


At the same time he asserted 


that "the increasing attacks on 
the Postal Service by the me- 
dia and other interests with an 
axe to grind ignore the costly 
managerial mistakes of all 
those private-enterprisers 
brought in to run the service 
on 'a business-like basis' since 
reform." 


"Editorial writers and car- 


toonists." Schupp stated "who 
kick workers in the face for the 
mistakes of managers 
and 


policy-makers have a lot to 
learn about the meaning of 
morale among the rank and 
file of their public servants."

Cracking Down on Bootleggers 


ALBANY — The New York State Department of Taxation and 
Finance is working hard to find new ways of boosting cigarette 
company sales by cracking down on cigarette bootleggers. 


The obvious profits are highlighted by the fact that a pack 


of cigarettes in North Carolina has but three cents tax, while 
it can amount to as much as 26 cents per pack in New York 
City. 


A new approach concentrates state tax enforcement per- 


sonnel on retail store outlets, judged to be the ultimate 
distribution points for untaxed cigarettes. 


Boasted Tax Commissioner James H. Tully Jr., "Three 


months of this concentrated effort was - significant factor in 
producing an unprecedented 17 per cent increast in legitimate 
cigarette sales last December, over the same month the 
previous year." He gave credit for increased legitimate sales of 
cigarettes partly to the new undercover teams. 


Tully's position: "The disparity (in price) creates the ir- 


resistible incentive of rich profits for stealing and smuggling 
cigarettes into New York State, particularly by organized 
criminal elements. At the same time, it puts small, honest 
storekeepers out of business and costs people their jobs." 


Some people might say, "Why not cut down on taxes in New 


York State?" Tully commented, "We're going to take a hard 
look at the cigarette tax structure as well as at the cigarette 
bootlegging problem, which heavily involves organized criminal 
activity and has a devastating impact on the legitimate 
cigarette industry." Some estimates put the tax figure lost to 
the state at $85 million annually. 


Meanwhile, new men and women undercover agents may be 


lurking almost anywhere the "hot" cigarettes are sold. A 
woman agent, posing as a housewife, made an arrest recently 
at a New York City laundromat where untaxed cigarettes were 
being sold. 


Earnings Over $2,520? 


You Must File 


KINGSTON-People who re- 
ceived at least one Social Se- 
curity check and earned over 
$2520 in 1975 must file an 
annual report of earnings by 
April 15, accordingto George J. 
Habernig, manager of the 
Kingston Social Security of- 
fice. 


"When tiling the report you 


will be asked to indicate 
months you earned under $210 
cr did not do substantial work 
i n 
y o u r 
o w n 


business",Habernig said to 
count Social Security reci- 
pients." You will also have to 
provide an estimate of your 
1976 earnings. Social Security 
uses this information to see if 
benefits have been correctly 


paid in 1975 and pay any 
checks due in 1976. Only in- 
come from work is counted 
toward the $2520 limit; pen- 
sions, investments and in- 
terest from savings are not. 


"Habernig stated that "The 


reporting cards should have 
been received in the mail by 
most beneficiaries. If you 
haven't received your card, 
phone the local Social Security 
office and ask for one." 


Habernig stressed the im- 


portance of filing this report by 
April 15 since there is a-penal- 
ty for failing to do so. Persons 
who wereover age 72 in all 
months of 1975 are not re- 
quired to file this report of 


earnings. 


"Beginning in 1976, a person 


getting Social Security can 
earn up to $2760 and get all 
benefits. If earnings exceed 
this figure, $1 in benefits for 
every $2 earned 
will 
be 


witheld. However, regardless 
of yearly earnings, you can 
receive a Social Security check 
for any, month in 1976 that 
your earnings are below $230 
or you don't do substantial 
work inyour own business."

Mideast: Indiana-Marquette Showdown 


BATON ROUGE, La. (UPI) - Coach Ai' 
McGuire, whose second-ranked Mar- 
quette Warriors face undefeated Indiana 
in'Saturday's national college basketball 
showdown, does not dispute the Hoosiers' 
top ranking. 


"They're No. 1 and there is no doubt 


about it," McGuire said after Marquette 
beat Western Michigan 62-57 in a scrap- 
py, defensive battle during Thursday's 
NCAA Mideast regional semifinals. "In- 
diana is dynamite. There is no question 
about it." 


McGuire did not seem 
altogether 


pleased with his team's low-scoring win 
over stubborn Western Michigan. 


"If Indiana isn't asleep now, they will 


never sleep after watching our game," 
McGuire said. 


The winner of Saturday's nationally 


televised game will advance to the NCAA 
semifinals in Philadelphia. 


But 
neither 
Marquette's win nor 


.Indiana's 74-69 victory over seventh- 


ranked Alabama earlier in the night was 
decided until the final few seconds, and 
in both games the losers narrowed the 
margin to one point with less than three 
minutes left. 


Indiana, now 29-0, jumped to a 9-0 lead 


and stayed as many as 12 points ahead 
most of the game, relying on 25 points 
from All America Scott May. 


"If May doesn't hit the basket and put 


us ahead, we're in a very difficult situ- 
ation," said Indiana 
Coach 
Bobby 


Knight. 


But Knight had to bench 6-foot-11 


center Kent Benson when he committed 
his fourth personal foul with 13:23 left 
and the Indiana lead went from 10 to six 
during the six minutes the All America 
center was out. 


"When Benson got in foul trouble and 


we took him out, if we had not been able 
to maintain the spread, we would have 
been in real trouble," Knight said. 


Indiana came the closest to losing with 


3:58 left when Alabama's Keith McCord 


connected on a 12-foot fadeaway shot, 
putting Alabama ahead for the first time, 
69-68. 


But two minutes later, May put Indi- 


ana back in the lead 70-69 on a key 15- 
foot bucket.and then Tom Abemethy 
took the Hoosiers out of reach by hitting 
both ends of a 1-and-l free throw at- 
tempt. Bob Wilkerson made two more 
free throws with six seconds left to pro- 
vide the final margin. 


"We were fortunate to establish an 


early lead and maintain it most of the 
game," Knight said. 


McGuire, whose Warriors improved 


their record to 27-1, complained about his 
team's performance despite the outcome. 


"Western Michigan made us look bad," 


he said. "We were trying to be very 
patient but they had us in the panic 
stage." 


Marquette was led by guards Butch Lee 


and Lloyd Walton, who at 6-1 were the 
two shortest starters. Lee led Marquette 
with 16 points and Walton added 12 and 


they combined for three steals. 


"I thought we were tiring. I think the 


change in weather has something to do 
with it," McGuire said, referring to 
Louisiana's muggy climate. 


But if Marquette was getting tired, 


Western Michigan's Jeff Tyson snapped 
them back into action when he rolled in 
:• 


a layup with 7:15 left, giving the Broncos 
a 51-50 lead and a chance for the upset. 


Then, in quick succession, Marquette 


scored on baskets by Lee, Bo Ellis, 
Jerome Whitehead and Earl Tatum, re- 
taking the lead 58-53. 


With 2:27 left, 
Western Michigan 


rallied to within a point on a basket by 
Tom Cutter, who led the Broncos with 21. 
But Ellis stormed in for a layup and Gary 
Rosenberger added two free throws with 
nine seconds left for the victory. 


"It was a hairy situation," McGuire 


said. "I thought their big men outplayed 
our big men. We had to grind them out 
and be content to win by a couple of 
points." 


GREENSBORO, N C. (UPI) - Virginia 
Military Coach Bill Blair is as surprised 
as anyone else to find his Keydets 
challenging third-ranked Rutgers for the 
Eastern Regional championship in NCAA 
basketball. 


"A lot of people didn't expect us to 


make it this far," Blair said after his 
Southern Conference champions nipped 
Depaul 71-66 in overtime Thursday night. 
"I didn't expect us to make it this far but 
we're here, still playing. The Good Lord 
has just been with us." 


Rutgers won the first game as expected, 


93-79, over Connecticut, despite a scoring 
drought from flashy Phi) Sellers and 
center Jim Baileyt Guards Mike Dabney 
and Ed Jordan pulled the Scarlet Knights 
to their 30th win without a loss, each with 
18 points. 


East: VMI to Challenge Rutgers 


For 3'/2 minutes, it appeared that "the 


Good Lord" and the Keydets' poise had 
deserted them. 


VMI was sitting on a seemingly safe 11- 


point lead but then Depaul's Ron Nor- 
wood sparked a furious rally that sent the 
game into overtime. 


The Blue Demons scored the last 11 


points of regulation play and Norwood got 
seven of them. A jump shot by Randy 
Hook—his only basket of the night—with 
three seconds left tied the game Four 
times during the Depaul rally, the 
Keydets drew blanks on 1-and-l free 
throw opportunities.

West: UCLA Will Battle 
Arizona, Not Las Vegas 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (UPI) — Duck Wil- 
liams fumbled and Notre Dame tumbled 
—right out of contention for the NCAA 
basketball championship. 


In a nutshell, that's what happened to 


the Fighting Irish in the NCAA Midwest 
Regional Tournament semifinals Thurs- 
day night as they lost to an aroused 
Michigan team 80-76. 


Eleventh-ranked Missouri cruised past 


Texas Tech 86-75 in the other semifinal 
to gain a regional championship show- 
down with ninth-ranked Michigan Satur- 
day. Willie Smith had 30 points, 10 
rebounds and seven assists to pace 
Mizzou to its 26th victory in 30 games. 


In the second game, the outcome may 


very well have turned on Williams' bob- 
ble with 13 seconds left just after the Irish 


had gained possession on an interception 
by Dave Batton. At that point, a basket 
would have tied the score at 78-78 with 
the possibility that eighth-ranked Notre 
Dame might have drawn a foul and 
converted it into the potential winning 
point. 


"Williams made a move into the middle 


on a drive, reversed his direction and lost 
control of the ball out of bounds," re- 
counted Notre Dame Coach Digger 
Phelps. "What can you say? That one 
play did not lose the game for us even if 
it came at a critical time. Give Michigan 
a lot of credit. They were aggressive and 
just didn't quit." 


In the ensuing action after Notre Dame 


lost the ball out of bounds, Michigan had 
no trouble breaking the Irish press as 


Rickey Green drew a foul driving toward 
the hoop. Green then cashed two foul 
shots to seal the victory. 


In the waning moments, Michigan also 


got key steals and resulting baskets from 
Johnny Robinson and freshman reserve 
Tom Staton, plus a pair of clutch free 
throws from Steve Grote that were in- 
strumental in the triumph. 


Notre Dame was led, as usual, by All- 


America Adrian Dantley, who scored 31 
points but also was hounded into seven 
turnovers by the tenacious Michigan de- 
fense. 


"I think Dantley is about the finest 


offensive player we've faced," said Michi- 
gan Coach John Orr. "But he seemed to 
get tired near the end and we went by him 
for some easy baskets." 


Green, relatively inconspicuous in the 


first half when he scored only four points, 
was high man for Michigan with 20 
points. Robinson added 15 and Grote 14. 


Missouri's march to victory was made 


a little easier when Texas Tech's leading 
scorer, Rick Bullock, fouled out with 
nearly nine minutes left. He had 23 points 
and 14 rebounds. 


Even with Bullock gone, Tech battled 


back from a 13-point deficit to narrow the 
margin to 77-70 before Smith put it away 
for Missouri with back-to-back baskets. 


"Willie Smith should have given the 


pro scouts an eyeful," said Missouri 
Coach 
Norm Stewart. "Something's 


wrong if he doesn't go in the first round 
of the draft. He had a great night and 1 
enjoyed watching it." 


Cinderella Charlotte Gains NIT Finals 


NC State's Kenny Carr dives for bucket 


NEW YORK 'UPI) - The ball bounced 
off the hoop in every possible direction 
but through it. 


"I thought it would go in," UNC- 


Charlotte center Cedric "Cornbread" 
Maxwell said of North Carolina State's 
last-second bid for victory. "All our hopes 
and aspirations, and everything we've 
accomplished here in the NIT, were on 
that rim at that time." 


But the final stroke of midnight never 


tolled Thursday night for Cinderella 
UNC-Charlotte, which defeated N.C. 
State 80-79 to gain the right to play 
Kentucky Sunday for the National In- 
vitation Tournament championship. 


Kentucky earned its berth in the title 


game with a 79-78 victory over Providence 
as guard Larry Johnson drove almost the 
length of the court in the final seven 
seconds and arched a three-foot, fade- 
away jumper through the hoop just before 
the buzzer. 


N.C. State had the same opportunity 


for a last-second victory but three or four 
tap-in attempts in the closing seconds 
bounced around the rim and then out. 


Maxwell, who finished with 27 points to 


lead the 49ers, also set an NIT record by 
sinking 13-of-14 foul shots to raise his 
tournament total to 39-of-43 in three 
games, breaking Alan Seiden's record of 
38 successful foul shots set in four games 
for St. John's in 1959. 


Melvin Watkins, who finished with 18 


points for Charlotte, scored the winning 
basket on an eight-foot fade-away jumper 


with 30 seconds left. The 49ers' victory 
over the Wolfpack was especially valued 
as Charlotte's first over an Atlantic Coast 
Conference opponent. 


Lew Massey had 22 for the 49ers, while 


Phil Spence led the Wolfpack with 22 
after Kenny Carr fouled out with 10 
minutes left. Carr finished with 20 points, 
but left the game with the Wolfpack 
trailing by five points. Spence scored 14 
points after Carr's exit as the Wolfpack 
came back to gain the lead before 
Watkins' winning shot. 


Providence staged two remarkable com-, 


ebacks against Kentucky, finally taking 
the lead with only seven seconds left on 
Billy Eason's layup, but Johnson's dash 
downcourt made it all for nought. 


Eason scored 25 points to lead the 


Friars' comebacks, one from 18 points 
down in the first half and the other from 
11 behind with only 6:49 left. 


With seven seconds left after Eason's 


final basket, Kentucky had a short in- 
bounds pass to center Mike Phillips, who 
immediately tossed the ball to the streak- 
ing Johnson. The 6-2 guard raced around 
Providence's Bob Cooper at the top of the 
key and lofted his three-foot shot over the 
6-5 Eason's outstretched arm. 


"I saw a little orange (the rim) and a 


little of the square (taped on the surface 
of the backboard)," Johnson said. "But I 
thought it was good because it felt good." 


Jack Givens led the Kentucky scoring 


with 28 points and Phillips had 19, 
getting 16 in another outstanding second- 
half performance. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - UCLA's long- 
awaited showdown with high-powered 
Nevada-Las Vegas isn't going to take 
place. 


Instead, it'll be Fred Snowden's surpris- 


ing Arizona Wildcats against the defend- 
ing NCAA kingpins on the Bruins' Pauley 
Pavilion Saturday for a trip to the final 
round of four at the Philadelphia Spec- 
trum. 


Thought by many to be the best in the 


West, the Rebels were shocked by Arizona 
114-109 in overtime in the semifinals of 
the West Regional Thursday night. Then, 
as expected, UCLA overpowered little 
Pepperdine 70-61. 


Las Vegas took a 29-1 record into 


Pauley Pavilion. It was a devastating 
defeat.

'We Did It 


For the Fans'

Mark down March 18, 1976, as the day on which the majoi 


league players remembered "the forgotten people"—baseball's 
fans. 


Swarming in droves to the suddenly-opened spring training 


sites, the players were full of righteous explanations for theii 
battle with the owners which delayed the opening of the camps 
17 days. 


It was almost as if they suddenly remembered who pays their 


salaries. 


"We had to do it for the fans," said first baseman George 


Scott of the Milwaukee Brewers. "It would have been unfair 
to the fans not to be able to see the games." 


Then, in a clairvoyant moment, he added, "After all, it is 


the fans who pay our salaries." 


Similar sentiments echoed throughout other camps from 


Florida, Arizona and California as both players and owners 
"obeyed" the order of Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn to 
begin spring training despite the fact that no agreement has 
been reached on a new player-management pact. 


Kuhn issued the order Wednesday after the players unexpec- 


tedly agreed to bargain the one and one reserve system decision 
which they had "won" on the Andy Messersmith-Dave McNal- 
ly decision. Both were declared free agents by a federal 
arbitrator whose jurisdiction was upheld by two courts and 
Marvin Miller, executive director of the Major League Players 
Association, originally said he could not bargain away that 
right. 


The opening of the camps doesn't necessarily mean that the 


players and owners are actually close to a long-range, binding 
agreement but it at least cleared the air. Players, executives 
and others connected with the dispute seemed relieved that 
they could talk about baseball—the game—and not baseball 
the business. 


"The nice thing about this workout," commented Manager 


Danny Ozark of the Philadelphia Phillies, "is that I haven't 
heard anybody talk about negotiations ... all they want to do 
is play." 


Managers in other camps expressed the same sentiment and 


also agreed that a go-slow training policy was necessary. 


"We all agreed that nobody should try to do too much," said 


Manager Earl Weaver of the Baltimore Orioles. "We have to 
go slow." 


Actual workouts were confined to the most basics— pitchers 


throwing easily and other players running in the outfield or 
placing pepper. Collectively, the workouts probably were the 
easiest in the history of spring training camp openings. 


One could sum it up by saying that it was all quiet on the 


training front—until, of course, the next meeting between 
management and the players. 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla. (UPI) - Fourteen New York 
Yankees' were on hand for the team's first workout Thursday, 
a one-hour and 45-minute session comprised mainly of batting 
practice. 


A full squad is expected Friday when regular workouts begin. 
The Yanks are scheduled to open the season three weeks from 


Thursday in Milwaukee, but manager Billy Martin expressed 
concern that he could have his team ready in time. 


"Three weeks is enough for players," he said, "but pitchers, 


no. Usually, a pitcher will work seven times before the season. 
I can't see anybody pitching more than four times. That means 
it's doubtful any pitcher will be ready to go nine on opening 
day. You might even see some clubs using a different pitcher 
everv t\vo or three innings. 


In his case, Martin says the delay might alter his roster. 
"I had planned to go north with no more than nine pitchers. 


Now, I may have to go with 11," Martin said. 


In sending his skeletion squad to work, Martin noted that, 


"we have to make up for lost time." He said there would be 
pitchers available every morning and afternoon for anybody 
who wants extra hitting. 


However he cautioned his players to "take it easy, don't try 


to do it all in one day." 


ST PETERSBURG.Fla. (UPI) - Joe Frazier, making his 
debut as manager of the New York Mets, led a squad of 21 
players through their first drill of the spring Thursday at 
Huggms-Stengel Field, All but 13 players expected in camp 
were on hand for the opening session of the delayed start of 
training. 


Frazier's regular coaches could not make it to camp in time 


for the first session and were replaced by minor league 
managers Tom Egan and Tom Burgess along with minor league 
instructors Billy Connors and Phil Cavarretta. 


General Manager Joe McDonald, after conferring with

would try to play their first exhibition game against the 
Cardinals here on March 25. 


Blessed with a warmy, sunny afternoon, Frazier conducted

Frazier, Foreman Set Bout 


NEW YORK (UPI) — They don't know where 
the fight will be held, and for that matter they 
don't know when, but former heavyweight 
champions Joe Frazier and George Foreman do 
know they don't like each other, and that they 
won't get another shot at Muhammad Ali's title 
by losing. 


"There's not much hate between us but 


there's an awful lot of animosity," Frazier said 
at a news conference to announce the two would 
fight a 12-rounder for a $1 million guarantee. 
"The site of the fight doesn't matter. You could 
lock us in a bathroom and let us go at it there." 


The bout, promoted by Jerry Perenchio and 


Caesars Palace of Las Vegas, represents a 
rematch of their January 1973, title bout in 
Kingston, Jamaica, when Foreman, then no 
more than a muscular, unproven fighter, floored 
Frazier six times in two rounds to strip him of 
the crown. 


"I feel anything I did once I can do again, and 


do it better," said Foreman, who at 28 is four 
years younger than Frazier. "I was at my 
fighting peak, my fighting best in 1973. Now, 
mentally, I'm at my best. I know what it's like 
to lose and I like winning a lot better." 


"He's been duckin' and dodgin' me for three ' 


years," Frazier said. "We tried to get a fight ' 
with George the next day but somehow we just 
couldn't pin him down. This time it will be a 
little different." 
; 


Frazier also dispelled rumors that he was 


going to quit. 
', 


"If I felt I lost something from the Ali fight, " 


I wouldn't wait for my family and friends to tell 
rne to get out," Frazier explained. "But some-" 
times a man don't feel satisfied unless he goes ., 
out there and does what he wants to do. Now 
I'm just proud to be my own boss; to get up in . 
the morning and go to the gym; to do what I " 
must." 


Foreman denied that his loss to Ali in Zaire 


in October 1974, and a subsequent poor showing 
against Ron Lyle this January, in which he 
twice came off the floor in the fourth round to 
score a fifth round knockout, had shaken his 
confidence. 


"I've got more confidence now," Foreman 


insisted. "I'm a winner at heart. I proved that - 
against Lyle. There may be a psychological scar " 
from the Ali fight because I've thought about 
hating people and I never thought about hating 
people before. Hating is a scar, you know."

'HUNTSVILLE, Tex. <UPD 
T- Gene Winchester, 82, was 
taken to prison in 1917 on a 
horsedrawn wagon to begin 
serving a 50-year sentence for 
murder. 


He's still serving that sen- 


tence, forgotten by friends and 
family, a holdover of the not 
too distant past when mental 
.'illness was treated by little 
more than a bolted door and 
turned backs. 


Winchester also is a victim 


of a quirk in the law. Although 
the state has kept him locked 
up for almost 60 years, he is 
.credited with only 24 years 
served. 


So u n l e s s 
p a r o l e d , 


Winchester won't be dis- 
charged until the year 2005 — 
at the age of 111. 
^ Winchester is confined to 
the geriatrics ward of the pris- 
on hospital 
where he is 


diagnosed as senile and 


schizophrenic. He was con- 
victed 
in 
July, 
1917, of 


murdering George Parramore 
and sentenced to 50 years. 


Two years later, according to 


records, he was committed as 
a "lunatic" to Rusk State Hos- 
pital. 


He remained at Rusk until 


1969. But under laws in effect 
until 1958 he received no credit 
for the first 39 years. When the 
law was changed to credit time 
in mental hospitals, it wasn't 


made retroactive. 


"Jesus, something should be 


done," said Ron Taylor, 
admnistrative assistant to 
prison director Jim Estelle. 
"He could probably be helped 
more in a nursing home than 
in prison, but his time is gov- 
erned by the 1958 law." 


Carolyn Harper, an official 


at Rusk, said the time 
Winchester spent at Rusk pro- 
bably was as hard as time he 
might have spent in prison.

Red Tape Ties Up Thai Brides 


BANGKOK, Thailand (UPI) 
— Rapid withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops from Thailand has 
left behind a flock of Thai 
wives of U.S. servicemen 
without visas to accompany 
their husbands home, accord- 
ing to U.S. diplomatic and 
military officials. 


The rush to get visas by the 


Thai 
wives has escalated 


almost to the .panic stage in 
the face of possible quick 
withdrawal of all remaining 
American forces from Thai- 
land in the near future. 


Saturday is the deadline by 


which the U.S. must agree to 
seven Thai "points of coopera- 
tion" or withdraw all its re- 
maining 4,600 servicemen 
from Thailand. 


Lack of necessary docu- 


ments and uncompleted pa- 
perwork are the main reasons 
for visa delays, according to 
the officials. 


They said four temporary 


duty military personnel have 
been assigned to the American 
consulate in Bangkok to help 
process the swelling flow of 
requests by Thai wives of GI's. 


"Some 
people are going 


home sooner than anticipated, 
and as a consequence they 


don't have the paperwork re- 
quired to obtain a visa," said 
U.S. Consul General Ralph L. 
Nider as he stamped passports 
nonstop. "We have a little bit 
of backlog." 


While aides brought him 


new stacks of passports a line 
of applicants waited outside 
his office. 


"We've 
had 25 appoint- 


ments a day with Thai wives of 
U.S. servicemen since the be- 
ginning of October," said Col. 
Art Mathison of the Joint U.S. 
Military Advisory Group 
(JUSMAG) which is helping 
the consulate facilitate the 
process of getting the wives to 
the U.S. He said the number 
of appointments was much 
lower before that date. 


Mathison said of the 16,000 


American troops in Thailand 


in September, 
only about 


4,600 remain now. He said 
JUSMAG set up a special op- 
eration in September to ac- 
commodate the increased- 
number of Thai wives wishing 
to accompany their husbands 
to the United States. 


"Once it became obvious the 


bases would close, we tried to 
notify everyone to file their 
petitions and get their docu- 
ments together," says another 
JUSMAG spokesman. 
' "We traveled around to all 
the bases and told them 'get 
your stuff together,' but you 
know how it is, no one really 
believed it would happen. 
Then in September when the 
Thai government made it clear 
we would have to go, everyone 
got in a panic." 


Although the spokesman de- 


nied reports that a group ol 
weeping Thai wives had de- 
cended on JUSMAG this week 
pleading for visas, he said sin- 
gle incidents of sobbing wom- 
en with visa problems occurred 
occasionally. 


Mathison said there were 


many reasons why some Thai 
wives could not get their visas 
immediately. In some cases 
the GI husband had failed to 
file the necessary petition for 
his wife's visa before leaving 
Thailand and had to do it 


through the Justice Depart- 
ment in Washington later. 


In other cases the husband 


lacked proof of citizenship, a 
passport or birth certificate, or 
valid 
documentation of a 


divorce decree from' a former 
wife. 


Additionally, some of the 


wives lacked the necessary 
documentation or lacked a 
guarantor — a Thai citizen to 
put up a guarantee for her 
passport in the form of money 
or property.

"If criminal offenders can't 


at least read and write, or if 
they don't have marketable 
job skills, the chances are 
higher that they will resort to 
criminal means to cope with 
society." 


Barriers to improvements in 


the current situation include 
the following, according to the 
report form the Correction 
Education Project: 


In the case of adult offen- 


ders, prisons were not original- 
ly designed for delivery of 
education 
or other re- 


habilitative services. The jails 
often are located in remote, 
sparcely populated areas, 
making delivery of exisiting 
community services extremely 
difficult. 


Education for juveniles of- 


fenders is mandatory in all 
states and the quality is some- 
what better than it is for 
adults. But institutions ap- 
pear to have done more harm 
than good. Prior social his- 
tories and the experience of 
being institutionalized have 
tended to act against reducing 
the chances of a continued life 
of crime. 


The analysis of education 


behind bars found the correc- 
tions system appears to further 
alienate the individual from 
access to tools and 
skills 


needed to function successful- 
ly in society. 


"If we expect corrections 


only to furnish education need 
not be improved," the report 
noted. 


"If we expect corrections to 


rehabilitate and reintegrate of- 
fenders the opportunity is at 
hand to supply the best of 
what is known in education to 
meet critical educational prob- 
lems in a way that can make 


a difference." 


The current situation will 


result in little reduction in 
recidivism, if past is prologue. 


The alternative: A correc- 


tions program that involves 
public and private community 
service 
agencies, 
including 


educational systems. 


The Advisory Committee 


working on recommendations 
to states to improve education 
of adult and juvenile offenders 
is comprised of 30 persons. 
, Led by Herschler, the com- 


mittee includes ex-offenders, 
educators, corrections of- 
ficials, representatives of busi- 
ness, congress, religion, the ju- 
diciary, 
police 
and 
labor 


groups. 


Among issues to be ad- 


dressed are these: 


—The role of state and local 


governments in assuming re- 
sponsibility for educational ef- 
fectiveness. 


—The role of private and 


public school systems in cor- 
rectional education.

Idled Fishermen 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - 


State Environmental Con- 
servation 
Commissioner 


Ogden R. Reid, who last 
month 
banned

mercial fishing on the Hudson 
River, now plans to hire some 
of the idled fisherman. 


Reid told a news conference 


Thursday commercial and 
sport fishing on the river was 
a "S20 million to S50 million" 
yearly business. He called on 
the legislature and Congress to 
approve compensation for 
thrive whose livelihoods had 
been wiped out. 


The commissioner signed an 


order Feb. 25 barring com- 
mercial fishing for all but shad 
and large Atlantic sturgeon 
because the level of PCBs, or 
polychlorinated biphenyls, in 
most fish posed a "posed a 
potential and serious danger to 
public health." 


Reid said the fishermen "do 


not want to be placed on a 
dole. What they really would 
like is payment for work on the 
river for research and reclama- 
tion." 


The discharge of the 


chemicals, used to manufac- 
ture capacitors and other elec- 
tric equipment, from General 
Electric plants at Fort Edward 
and Hudson Falls are current- 
ly being reviewed in hearings 
by Reid's department. 


The commissioner said he 


had met with GE officials in 
private negotiations and was 
optimistic that a negotiated 
settlement to the discharge 
problem could be reached. 


While legislation com- 


pensating the fishermen might 
take some time, Reid said, he 
was taking immediate steps to 
"actually utilize the fishermen 
for programs" of the depart- 
ment. 


He said that as many as 50 


fishermen could be employed 
within a few weeks on such 
research projects, but added 
that many of the details were 
still to be worked out.

KINGSTON—Akiva Baum, an Israeli who has 
played a significant role in the life of his 
country and who has established a remarkable 
professional and academic career, will speak at 
a United Jewish Appeal informational meeting 
Sunday night at the home of UJA drive chair- 
man Seymour Werbalowsky. 


The speaker will reveal the latest information 


on Israel's needs and problems. A question and 
answer session will follow. There will be no 
solicitation. 


Baum, a Sabra (native-born Israeli), served 


in the Defense Forces as press officer and radio 
commentator at the age of 18, after two years 
of writing a column on current events for 
Israel's most widely read weekly magazine. 


After his military service, Baum studied in 


Europe and then returned to Jerusalem where 
he was graduated from Hebrew University Law 
School. While a student, he published three 
treatises which are still used by the university 
as mandatory textbooks in law, economics and 
psychology. 


After the Six-Day War, and following the call 


of Defense Minister Moshe Dayan, Baum re- 
turned to the army as a special attache to the 
Defense Ministry. For more than two years he 


performed special missions in the Western 
Bank, frequently under fire. At the end of this 
period he was in charge of his special section 
on the West Bank and received a citation from 
the deputy chief of staff. At the same time he 
managed to complete with distinction a masters 
in law degree at Hebrew University In 1970, 
Baum moved to Tel Aviv where he joined a law 
firm as a practicing corporate attorney. 


In 1972 he was nominated as one of three 


Israeli representatives at the European In- 
stitute of Business Administration in Paris. A 
year later, he became the first and only Israeli 
ever to win a Ford Foundation Fellowship for 
an American doctorate in business adminis- 
tration. 


Since his arrival to the U.S. in September, 


1973, Baum has completed simultaneously the 
post-graduate programs of Harvard Business 
School and New York University Law School. 
In addition to three masters degrees that he 
holds, he will receive this year from NYU, two 
doctorates in law and in business adminis- 
tration. 


Last year, this lawyer-soldier-academician 


joined a prominent Wall Street law firm en- 
gaged in dealings with the State of Israel.

LONDON (UPI) — Princess 
Margaret and her husband, 
the Earl of Snowdon, have 
decided to legally separate, 
Buckingham Palace sources 
said today. 


The sources said a statement 


was imminent from Kens- 
ington Palace, the 
official 


home of the sister of Queen 
Elizabeth. 


The breakup of the 16-year- 


old marriage represents the 
most serious upheaval in the 
royal family since King Ed- 
ward VIII abdicated in 1936 to 
marry an American divorcee, 
Wallis Warfield Simpson, now 
the Duchess of Windsor. 


Even so, it was a less embar- 


rassing arrangement than 
might have occurred. Queen 
Elizabeth, it became clear, 
persuaded the Snowdons to 
accept a "cooling-off" period 
before taking so drastic a move 
as divorce. 


Under the arrangement 


worked out by the Queen and 
her lawyers, the Snowdons — 
who have spent most of their 
time in separate homes for the 


past few years — will be able 
to live apart openly, have free 
access to 'their children, Vis- 
count Linley, 14, and Lady 
Sarah Armstrong-Jones, 11, 
and separate control of their 
own finances. 


If they still feel there is no 


hope of a reconciliation after 
two years, then either one will 
be free to seek a divorce "by 
consent," which would not in- 
volve any embarrassing court 
proceedings, the sources said. 


Friends of Snowdon believe 


he was the prime mover in the 
breakup of the marriage, with 
the final argument based on 
the wide reportage given his 
wife's friendship with a man 17 
years her junior. 


Court unanimously upheld a 
temporary restraining order 
barring the walkout. 


The five justice-panel in 


Brooklyn rejected a request by 
the county chapter of the 
CSEA for dismissal of the or- 
der issued earlier in the week 
by Supreme Court Justice 
Alvin R. Ruskin.

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City Equalization 
No Relief in Sight 


KINGSTON-City 
Assessor 


Walter Tatarzewski and 
Mayor Francis R. Koenig travr 
eled to Albany last week to 
protest the state's recent re- 
duction of the city's equal- 
ization rate from 26.2 to 24.57 
per cent of full value. 


Neither one appeared willing 


to bet on a reversal. 


"It makes no sense" (trav- 


e l i n g to A l b a n y ) , said 
Tatarzewski. "You talk to 
them but they don't listen." 


"Them" is the State Board 


of Equalization and Assess- 
ment charged with the decide- 
ly difficult job of creating some 
order out of the hodge-podge 
method of arriving at property 
values in New York State that 
has existed since after the Rev- 
olution. 


Their system is to establish 


"equalization rates "based on 
their assessment of full value 
in a given community against 
the rate at which assessors are 
taxing it. In Kingston's case 
26.2 per cent means the as- 
sessor is using $2,620 as the 
"full values on a $10,000 prop- 
erty. Taxes are figured off the 
rate per thousand of assessed 
value, which is based roughly 
on the equalization rate. 


The state arrives at equal- 


ization rates by comparing 
sales price—said to be the best 


indication of "true" or full 
value—against what the as- 
sessor says it's worth. Say, for 
instance, Tatarzewski is carry- 
ing a property on hig books 
with a full value of $10,000— 
and it should be kept in mind 
that the city hasn't been re- 
assessed since 1956—and it 
sells for $20,000. That creates 
an equalization rate of 50 per 
cent; the city is valuing its 
property at only half its mar- 
ket value. If the state's most 
recent tentative figures are ac- 
curate (the 24.57 per cent fig- 
ure) that $10,000 property on 
the city's books should be sell- 
ing for just over $40,000. It 
suggests further that property 
values in Kingston have quad- 
rupled since 1956. 


Koenig and Tatarzewski 


don't argue the state's meth- 
ods; it's the way they do it that 
rankles. 


"They were still using prop- 


erty value figures on Kingston 
Plaza and Streamline Realty 
(Hudson Cement) from before 
the court settlements," Koenig 
said. The Plaza was assessed 
at $3,150,000 before a court- 
order reduced it to $2,300,000. 
Hudson Cement's assessment 
was court reduced from just 
over S4 million to around $2 
million. 


Tatarzewski said he and

"They said they 
hadn't had enough of an im- 
pact," reports Tatarzewski. "If 
you don't have a three per cent 
change they don't evenwant to 
talk to you said the assessor. 
Kingston lost $2.9 million in 
assessed value last year, ac- 
counting for something over 
half a per cent of the city's 
overall assessed value of $47.8 
million. 


Koenig and Tatarzewski 


both feel the state doesn't sur- 
vey enough properties and 
when it does the proportion to 
of residential (which has a 
higher turnover) to com- 
mercial is not valid. The 
state's most recent survey in- 


cluded covered 180 sales but 
only eight of them were on 
commercial property. 


Another gripe Koenig and 


Tatarzewski have is the loca- 
tions within Kingston from 
which the survey data is 
taken. "They go by sales," 
explains the assessor. "They 
don't have the man power to 
do their own appraisals." 


Tata.rzewski charges the 


state doesn't check property 
values in sections of the city 
where prices have'stabalized 
or declined—he mentioned the 
old Fifth Ward, the old Sev- 
enth Ward and Wilbur—but 
relies solely on market reports 
of properties sold and in King- 
ston that means midtown and 


uptown where property values 
have jumped sharply. 


If it's any consolation to city 


taxpayers, every other munici- 
pality in Ulster County ex- 
perienced a reduction in its 
equalization rate,meaning 
that in the opinion of the state 
they're all assessing property 
below itsmarket value. "As 
long as they're lowering every- 
body it's okay," said 
Tatarzewski. 


The mayor and the assessor 


say state officials have prom- 
ised a thorough review of their 
protest. Final word is due in 
late June. 


The "solution" to the city's 


problem is reassessment plac- 
ing value at 100 per cent of a 


continually updated 
market 


figure. Just where the city 
stands on that project isn't 
entirely clear. The mayor has 
said he'd like to have it done 
jsometime next year.
